/ HE STUDENTS’ comments Karen Christino reports in her arti- 
cle ‘Objections to Astrology’, beginning page 38, shouldn’t be 
dismissed lightly. The very future of astrology may depend on 
our ability to attract bright, young, inquisitive minds into our 

fold. Glance around at any astrological conference, the big international 
ones like UAC or the smaller local discussion groups; there are too many 
gray hairs present, not enough 20-year-olds. One might question Karen’s 
subject matter, perhaps she should have chosen something else—it’s casy 
to second guess someone else after the fact—but if we’re honest we know 
the students’ comments are unlikely to have been any different however 
astrology was presented. As Karen points out, it’s so casy to become self- 
satisfied with what we’re doing when “sheltered by the compliments of 
clients, friends and family.” Braving skeptics is a necessary step to bring- 
ing in the badly needed new generation, Perhaps we should be more skep- 
tical among ourselves in the first place, not simply accepting all we’re told 
or read simply because a ‘big name’ says it’s so or writes with authority. 
This does not of course apply to the articles in the current issue of Con- 
siderations—they come with a guaranteed burning-bush pedigree. 

A varied mix here. Besides Karen Christino, we have Prier Wintle 
telling us about 4 and why he has a grudge against it. Similarly, Rosalind 
Sugerman has nothing good to say about » and P, at least not when they 
relate to each other in the sky. She explains how events in India and Paki- 
stan tie in with their cycle and points to the February 2000 eclipse as 
likely to coincide with a key point in their joint arms race. 

Olivia Barclay’s interpretation of the whereabouts of a missing woman 
is an excellent example of the application of classical horary methods. We 
plan to give horary more exposure in future issues and will include articles 
fully explaining these classical rules. 

Margaret Millard’s investigation of claims that a Tibetan Lama was 
reincarnated in a Spanish boy uses a theosophical approach, one in which 
so-called negatives are really hidden opportunities for soul advancement. 
Stan Riddle’s continuing series on the ) in the different elements looks at 
astrology much the same way. So too does my own article on Krishna- 
murti, a man whose horoscope has always fascinated me.

IDDU KISHNAMURTI was born shortly after midnight, at 

12:30 a.m. on May 12, 1895 (May 11 by the Indian calendar) in 

the small hill town of Madanapalle, about a hundred and fifty 

miles north of Madras. That was when the assisting midwife 
called to the waiting father, “Sirsodayam!”, meaning the head is visible. 
According to Indian tradition, that is the precise moment of birth. The 
following day Kumara Shrowthulu, a noted astrologer in the area, cast 
the child’s horoscope and predicted he would be a great teacher but only 
after contending with mountainous obstacles. The boy’s father, Naray- 
aniah, later gave copies of the original horoscope in Sanskrit and English 
to the astrologer S. E. Sutcliffe. It was published in Zhe Theosophist of 
April 1932.

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Three planets are above the earth, the ), { and %, with the ) and 4 
separated by 52° 44’, a septile. The )/% midpoint at 29°00’ Tl is just 2’ 
from the Midhcaven and 6’ from opposing %. The remaining planets are 
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also contained within a septile. They are below the earth, between the © 
and 0’, which are 51° 01’ apart. And the © is exactly, 2’ orb, square the 
Ascendant. The septile above the horizon centers precisely at the MC, 
and the one below the earth is tied firmly to the rising degree. Both in- 
volve a light and a malefic: the greater light with the lesser malefic be- 
low the earth, the lesser light with the greater malefic above the earth. 

Each light also has a close opposition (© ° X and ) o° @), while each 
of the malefics is involved in a trine (4 A 4, o& 4 XK). 

© 0c Ascendant and )/4 ¢ MC, both exact, set the unique time and 
place for this birth, the coincident placements provide us with the clues 
to what this horoscope may symbolize. 

What does all wonderful, unique symmetry mean? Well, the expert 
astrologers of the Theosophical Socicty, and this doubtless included Alan 
Leo, were convinced it was the chart of the new Messiah. The young 
Krishna was to be the vehicle of the Christ for His Second Coming. 

§ so close to the IC and the © at the cusp of the equal-house 4", had 
to have been the deciding factors in this interpretation. In esoteric circles 
(in the early years of this century some of the world’s best astrologers 
were members of the now-defunct Esoteric Section of the Theosophical 
Society) the © represents God and % symbolizes the Son of God. Here 
both the © and 8 are placed at the very root of the chart, the divine mes- 
senger and the source of the message are at the 4" cusp, the horoscopic 
point that denotes the Father. 


RISHNAMURTI was an eighth child (@ ruler of the 3% iso Yin 
kx the 5", both strong) of a orthodox Brahmin family. The cowherd 
od Krishna was himself an eighth child, and the baby was 
named in his honor (Krishnamurti means Krishna incarnate). Jiddu was 
the family name. As the baby grew to boyhood Kumara Shrowthulu’s 
prediction that he would be a great teacher seemed most unlikely; the 
boy was empty, dreamy and apparently dim-witted. It was his younger 
brother, the ninth born into the family, Nityananda, who was the lively 
and intelligent child (2 ruler of 3 is in mutual reception with %). It was 
Nityananda who gently led Krishnamurti home when he would be found 
standing by the roadside lost in dreams (draconic ¥ ° )). 

As young Krishna matured he was sickly (© 5 ASC, the © is extremely 
weak-—cadent, peregrine, slow in motion, ¢ 1/go/) and at age two barely sur- 
vived an attack of malaria. Because of frequent fevers and bleeding from 
the nose and mouth (co, weak in §&, is septile ©) he often missed school, 
once for as long as a year. 

The boy was deeply attached to his mother (ruler of 10" in 4", ) & 
Q). She died in December 1905 when he was ten years old (O to OR, 
MC g )/*) and he was left bewildered and bereft (draconic ¥ &° J).

The happiest memories of my childhood center round my dear 
mother, who gave us all the loving care for which Indian mothers are 
well-known...My mother’s death in 1905 deprived my brothers and my- 
self of the one who lived and cared for us most...! 


His father (signified by both 9, ruler of the 4", and , nocturnal chart) on 
retiring from government employment took his sons to live in the theo- 
sophical compound in Adyar, Madras. There Krishnamurti was seen by 
Bishop Leadbeater, one of the leaders of the TS, who was particular 
struck by the size and purity of his aura (exalted \ is ¢ 9, © * 0"), a nimbus 
so radiant that he proclaimed it the most wonderful he had seen. He de- 
cided the boy had latent talents (¥ at IC, MR ) that could be developed to 
make him a great spiritual Teacher (4 ruler of 11" is exalted in &). Mrs. 
Besant, the president of the TS, who arrived in India on November 27, 
1909 to see the discovery, agreed. When Krishnamurti refused to leave 
India for training unless Nityananda went along too (© mules 7” from the

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3", his brother was his partner), Mrs. Besant persuaded the father to hand 
over guardianship of the two boys to her (9, ruler of 4”, & Din ¥ & ¢ \). 

In 1911 Mrs, Besant took the boys with her to England (, the ASC 
tuler, is in the 9" ©; ) in #), and announced publicly the nature of the 
spiritual greatness latent in Krishnamurti. Thousands of Theosophists all 
over the world (D in ¥ in 11") accepted her proclamation and branded 
themselves together into an organization called “The Order of the Star in 
the East” to prepare the way for Krishnamurti in the work he was ex- 
pected to do when he reached manhood.

As the boys were deeply attached to 
Mrs. Besant, and were averse to returning to their father and losing the 
comforts (© in &, 8 at IC) of their new life, Mrs. Besant was able to re- 
fuse to send them back. Thercupon the father brought an action against 
her (both 2 and 4, 4 , are & )) to cancel the agreement (* retrograde) by 
which he had handed over the care of the boys to her. The Indian judge 
Qk, ruler of 10" from 4") who tried the case decided in favor of the father 
(X and » in the same house and sign, separating), but made the boys wards of 
court. The boys were however living in England, outside the jurisdiction 
of the Indian court, and Mrs. Besant used her considerable influence to 
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have the highest court, the Privy Council in London () rules 10" from 9"), 
change the ruling to one in her favor. The boys stayed with her. 

The boys were educated privately in England. In 1922 they moved to 
California, where it was hoped the climate would benefit Nityananda’s 
tuberculosis (a weak © in the 3). In 1925 Nityananda died (4 # 3™ cusp). 
This sorrowful event proved to be a turning point in Krishnamurti’s 
spiritual life. 


HAT MRS. BESANT and Leadbeater had actually announced 

was that Krishnamurti had been sclected as 

a vehicle or agent (% ¢ IC) for the manifes- 
tation of a great spiritual being (? MR @) which, ac- 
cording to theosophical terminology, they called Lord 
Maitreya, or the Christ. In order to understand such a 
statement one must realize that C. W. Leadbeater, who 
claimed to possess unusual clairvoyant powers, had a 
large and increasing influence over Annie Besant. 
Certain ideas, quite foreign to the carly theosophy 
taught by its founders Helena Blavatsky and Colonel 
Olcott, had spread among theosophists. An increas- 
ingly strong religious and devotional atmosphere had 
slowly pervaded the Society, and the announcement by 
Annie Besant that Krishnamurti was to become the 
mouthpiece (§ MR @ and 2 ¢ an exalted 4) for the “World Teacher” came 
as the climax of this religious sentiment. 

According to many Gnostic schools of the early centuries, Jesus, the 
man, was only the mouthpiece or “vehicle” for the manifestation of a 
transcendent, cosmic entity: the Christ. It is believed that a great spiritual 
Intelligence can overshadow or temporarily take possession of the body 
of a disciple. This concept is as old as the hills. In one sense, such an 
occurrence is nothing more than a form of permanent mediumship, but 
there is a higher sense that implics a more fundamental and particularly 
more conscious identification of the spiritual being and the human in- 
volved. It was in this higher sense that Mrs. Besant had made her an- 
nouncement. 

Membership in The Order of the Star of the East increased steadily 
through the years. The movement became one of international scope and 
significance, with branches in almost every country in the world Q » in 
11"), gathering people of influence (4, ruler of 11", is in &, the sign of his 
exaltation), many of whom were not members of the Theosophical Soci- 
ety. Throughout the decade immediately following the 1914-1918 World 
War there was a growing sense of hushed and vibrant expectancy. 

All the while, Krishnamurti was growing to maturity, following a 
path carefully outlined for him by Leadbeater, Besant and others of the 
Esoteric Section of the TS. He wrote an article now and then for the

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magazine of the Order, he spoke here and there before groups of expec- 
tant listeners, but there was no great message. He was a lovely, beautiful, 
frail youth, adored (2 ¢ 4) by thousands wherever he went. 

The death of his brother shocked him awake (draconic ? ¢ PB). Lead- 
beater had told him Nityananda was to be one of his most prominent dis- 
ciples when His work really began. Yet Nityananda died. 

On August 3, 1929, Krishnamurti dissolved the “Order of the Star,” 
gave up all the possessions that had been showered upon him, and re- 
nounced his messianic throne (i ° ©). In his talk that day, he explained 
that ...7ruth, being limitless, unconditioned, unapproachable by any 
path whatsoever, cannot be organized; nor should any organization be 
formed to lead or to coerce people along any particular path. If you first 
understand that, then you will see how impossible it is to organize a be- 
lief (both > & X retrograde in the 9"). A belief is purely an individual mat- 
ter, and you cannot and must not organize it. If you do, it becomes dead, 
cerystallized;it becomes a creed, a sect, a religion, to be imposed on others... 

: From that time on until his death in 
1986, Krishnamurti traveled constantly, 
lecturing in many countries, wherever he 
was invited () in X MR ¥\ in &). He no 
longer had any possessions (¥ rules the 2! 
the draconic )). His expenses were initially 
met by gifts from those wishing to hear him 
speak, and later from the sale of books con- 
taining the texts of his talks. He grew from 
being someone completely under the influ- 
ence of others (¥ 0 Q. draconic ) ° ¥) to be- 
come a man who discovered how to think 
and act as an individual (Ruler of ASC in 9", ¢ IC). Many of those who 
knew him during these years, and they come from all walks of life () ~ 
in 11"), agree that he became someone very special-perhaps even the 
enlightened, inspirational teacher Mrs. Besant and the others had be- 
lieved him to be. 

The novelist Henry Miller expressed it as follows: 

.. [His] language is naked (8 on 3" cusp), revelatory and inspiring 
(draconic ¥ & 9). It pierces the clouds of philosophy ( in 9" in ML) which 
confound our thought and restores the springs of action. It levels the 
tottering superstructures of the verbal gymnasts and clears the grounds 
of rubbish (draconic ¥ « B, ML on MC). Instead of an obstacle race of a rat 
trap, it makes of daily life a joyous pursuit... His career, unique in the 
history of spiritual leaders, reminds one of the famous Gilgamesh epic. 
Hailed in his youth as the coming Savior, Krishnamurti renounced the 
role (© & X) that was prepared for him, spurned all disciples, rejected all 
mentors and preceptors. He initiated no new faith or dogma, questioned 
everything (K & * in 9"), cultivated doubt (especially in moments of ex- 
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altation), and, by dint of heroic struggle and perseverance (© in 8), freed 
himself of illusion and enchantment of pride (a weak ©, & 1), vanity, and 
every subtle form of dominion over others. He went to the very source of 
life sustenance and inspiration (draconic } » P). To resist the wiles and 
snares of those who sought to enslave and exploit him (draconic ¥ & )) 
demanded eternal vigilance (@' ¢ \). He liberated his soul, so to say, 
Siom the underworld and the overworld (draconic MC ¢° PB), thus opening 
to it ‘the paradise of heroes”... I know of no man whose thought is more 
inspiring (K in 9", draconic  ° 9)? 


William Quinn, co-founder of the Esalen Institute said: 

[He] was ingenuous and naive, and suggestible to manipulation by 
others (draconic ¥ & )). He had a very childlike quality @ exactly on an 
angle). But this had its limits, and in fundamental matters he was immov- 
able (» in 9")... You could say that the idea he was to be the World 
Teacher was an extraordinary manipulation. He was force-fed (draconic ¥ 
& )) in his youth with theosophical doctrine, like those geese who gener- 
ate paté de fois gras. The miracle is that he came out of it, and paradoxi- 
cally became the world teacher.’

, Year after year Krishnamurti constantly traveled from continent to con- 
tinent; he founded schools in India, England and California; and stood 
firmly against all forms of spiritual bondage, including organized relig- 
ion and the mental juggling of philosophy. His talks have been exten- 
sively published. Both planets are retrograde in Tl. 

% in the 9" indicates someone who is a doubter, who is tumed against 
ritualized thinking. He is an agnostic, irreligious person. Krishnamurti 
refused to be bound by the religious psychology of the past. 

.. religions are the frozen thoughts of men out of which they build 
temples and churches. Religions are systematized forms of thought, but 
as thought itself is life you cannot bind it. Because you are hindering life 
by codes, by sets of belief, by creeds, by religions, there is confusion, 
conflict and sorrow. Life is free, and if you try to bind life by religion, 
which is a systematized form of thought, you will kill life.

% signifies his father. Jiddu Narianiah, a graduate of Madras Univer- 
sity, was the Tashildar (rent collector—-» in Ml) and District Magistrate in 
charge of 800 square miles containing 160 villages. The family was not 
poor, by Indian standards. Though an orthodox Brahmin (a member of 
the highest Hindu caste), he had been a member of the Theosophical So- 
ciety since 1881. Following his wife’s death and his own retirement on 
half-pay (*% is weak in the chart), Narianiah wrote to Mrs. Besant offer- 
ing his “whole-hearted and full time service” in any capacity in exchange 
for free accommodation for himsclf and his sons in the compound of the 
international Headquarters of the Theosophical Society. Although turned 
down three times, he persisted in his request. Finally, on January 23, 
1909 with four sons and a nephew, he moved into a dilapidated cottage 
with no indoor sanitation on the 260-acre TS estate on the south side of 
the wide Adyar river, just south of Madras. 

Krishnamurti never married. The ruler of his 7" is the © in the 3" 
house—his brother was his partner. The © is one of two extremely weak 
planets in this chart (the other is 4). It is cadent, slow, peregrine and 
close to Algol. Theosophical astrologers may have taken this to confirm 
that here was the horoscope of a vehicle, someone destined to be pos- 
sessed by a higher being; not a sclf-directcd individual. The weakness of 
the © relates to the frail health of K’s brother, who dicd so young. 

For those who use the fixed stars, the following are closely aspected 
in Krishnamurti’s horoscope: ¥ » Alcyone, o ¢ Sirius, + ¢ Mirzam, K ¢ 
the Northern Scale, ¥ & Rigel, and 2 ¢ Betelgeuse. Given the involve- 
ment of the theosophical astrologers in the planning of his training, it is 
not so surprising that when Krishnamurti wrote his first book, doing so 
under the guidance of Leadbeater, it appeared under the pseudonym of 
Alcyone, the central star of the Pleiades, which was closely o & at his 
birth.

parent location at the Vernal Equinox, at which time it is observed, geo- 
centrically, to have 0° declination. The © then is apparently moving from 
south to north of the equator. It has just Icft a southern declination? and is 
moving to a northern one. The cquinox represents the point where the 
ecliptic, the ©’s apparent path in the sky, crosses the equator. 0° T can 
also be called the ©’s North Node, for the }"s North Node similarly rep-

resents the point in the )’s orbit where it crosses the ecliptic as it moves 
from a southerly declination to a northern one. 

Krishnamurti was born at night which makes him particularly suscep- 
tible to the ). Hence, viewing his horoscope relative to the )’s Q and 
noting how these altered positions relate to the standard chart can add to 
our understanding. 

At Krishnamurti’s birth the )’s Q was at 18° 55° H. This is 11° 05’ 
distant from 0° T.° To erect the draconic or nodal horoscope, we simply 
add this amount, 11° 05’, to the standard positions of the planets and 
house cusps. The comparable positions are as follows:

As the )'s Q only truly exists when the ) is actually crossing the 
equator, the fluctuating direct-retrograde motion of the so-called 
‘true node’ strikes me as unnecessary overkill. 
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There are other important aspects besides these (draconic ASC 4 %, 
for example, which I believe gave him his longevity), but here I'll con- 
fine myself to just these seven. 

The connection between the ) and 4 that draconic ) © 4 indicates is 
not exactly new, the two bodies are already closely related by their mu- 
tual reception’, but this opposition identifies the inner conflicts Krishna- 
murti experienced with regard to his outlook on life, specifically in re- 
ligious matters. It also tells how he came to move in the best circles de- 
spite his humble birth. Women, particularly Mrs. Besant, helped him in 
life. They were no doubt impressed by his sagacity, tact, diplomacy and 
good humor (emphasized by o * \). If the ), by its placement in the 11" 
house, represents Mrs. Besant and the hopes and dreams of the thousands 
of theosophists (as I believe it docs), this opposition tells us that Krish- 
namurti had to distinguish between the real and the unreal, between ma- 
terial and spiritual matters, between common sense and high-flown theo- 
ries of moral uplift. 

Draconic ¥  ) expands upon this. It in- 
dicates Krishnamurti’s extreme sensitivity 
and his ability to feel the suffering of others. 
He was casily imposed upon, others took 
advantage of him—Mrs. Besant, Leadbeater 
and the thousands of willing disciples, who 
wanted him to be the new Messiah and so 
fulfill their dreams. To survive he had to 
accept the presence of the collective uncon- 
scious in himself, to assimilate his past and 
hidden self, and foreswear the pleasures of 
the ego. This aspect also suggests a deep 
sense of inferiority, that he realized that in- 
herently he was nobody, someone devoid of 
genuine accomplishment, and inclined to 
live by proxy-that he was a vehicle. 

Draconic 2 ¢ o& suggests a potential problem in properly satisfying 
sexual love needs.

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we realize his thinking had to have been wildly unconventional. The na- 
ture of the aspect tells us that he had to fight within himself, that he was 
challenged to find a way of putting things together mentally that was 
uniquely original, and that he had to discover how to communicate the 
results of this independent thinking to others. His mind will have been 
free from authoritarian thinking, ingenious and clever. ¥ o° K indicates an 
original, non-conforming mind, one able to sce through the sham of 
authorities. This same aspect shows his frequent changes of location, 
and it tells us he was continually excited with life, and that he developed 
a defiant and iconoclastic mentality that delighted in exploding others’ 
myths and illusions. It also says he could be very pig-headed. 

The draconic K has come from the 9" to the place of Krishnamurti’s 
Midheaven. Ruler of the Ascendant « MC. He achieved his true reputa- 
tion in life by rejecting the position others had prepared for him. His 
goals were unique, perhaps eccentric. He became a pioneer in religious 
thought and philosophy, many calling him a genius. Cyril Fagan said that 
X ¢ MC gives A Messiah complex, he is all things to all people... His ca- 
reer, social standing, status and power may fluctuate radically from ob- 
scurity to fame and back again, unexpectedly and dramatically... He can 
become the symbol of a movement, a cause, or an ideal. 

3 was o the MC at Krishnamurti’s birth. In the draconic chart both 
and the MC have come to the position of B: § to « P, the MC to & B. 
And PB rules the Midhcaven. 

The very able astrologers of the Theosophical Society, including Alan 
Leo, closely analyzed this chart. They were convinced it was the horo- 
scope of a new Messiah. Their analyses dictated many of the steps 
Krishnamurti was directed to take in his early life in order to synchronize 
with astrological factors, yet things didn’t turn out at all as these experts 
predicted. They didn’t know something we know today. 

They didn’t know about P. It hadn’t yet been discovered. 


every level of existence. For all its bad press, P can be the most 

self-effacing, gentlest, compassionate, tender and considerate of 
planets, yet those born with it highlighted in the horoscope need to think 
and act as they wish, without constraint, and this makes P. the true rebel. 
In the horoscope he signifies a person’s antisocial attitude, the difference 
between the native and society at large, his repudiation of current cus- 
toms and his urge to hide himsclf away from others, frequently in a for- 
eign land. He detests publicity and prefers to live in isolation, avoiding 
coming into contact with others as much as possible. 

+ in the 9" tells us this is the chart of somcone who doubted the stan- 
dard ideas of religion. X in the 9" tells us he was an independent, uncon- 
ventional thinker, for whom foreign contacts and travel were important. 
To these indications of rebellion, we now add a prominent P. 


p= the planctary outsider, he signifies detachment and separation on 
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PB rules the MC here and as such, with the ), signifies his mother, 
Sanjeevma. She was a devoutly religious woman, said to be psychic 
(draconic ¥ ° )), one who could see the color of people’s auras. Before 
Krishnamurti’s birth, she intuited that her eighth child was to be a rare 
and special human being. She insisted over the objections of her hus- 
band that the child should be born in the puja room of their tiny house. 
This was an extraordinary event. The puja room, the special sanctified 
heart of the home set aside for prayers, was only to be entered for wor- 
ship after a ritual bath and the wearing of clean clothes, never at night 
after food or in the morning before washing. For a 
birth to take place in that room would be considered 
pollution. Nonetheless, Sanjeevma was adamant and 
Krishnamurti was born in the puja room. 

Sanjcevma was evidently sympathetic to her hus- 
band’s theosophical ideas for she would often talk to 
Krishna about Mrs. Annie Besant, who was greatly 
loved in India because of the work she had done for 
Indian education. Krishnamurti later said that as 
well as pictures of Indian deities on the walls of his 
childhood home, there was a photograph of Mrs. 
Besant in Indian dress sitting cross-legged on a 
chowki covered with a tiger skin. 

B is opposed by the draconic MC and conjunct the draconic ¥. MC & 
B warns us that this odd-man-out is going to experience total upheaval 
and change in his life. ¥ « B suggests that he must face Universal truth, 
the reality of mortality (the death of his brother), a reality that totally 
changed his direction and perception on life. 

A standard interpretation for ¥ ¢ P is that the native is unable to fully 
voice his thoughts in public-that he feels cut off from others. He is likely 
to quit his job and seek self-employment because of his inability to work 
with others. Krishnamurti was able to speak in publicly and did so bril- 
liantly. But at the time he was the Messianic crown prince he increas- 
ingly felt cut off from those around him, especially after the death of his 
brother, as he began to question the role he had been given. Then, in 
rejecting the role of Messiah, he did quit his job and he did cut himself 
off from others. 

All aspects of K’s teaching rest on the bedrock of standing alone. Be 
a light to yourself, he said. To stand-alone became his major theme. He 
questioned all assumptions, even his own-espccially his own. 

Aloneness is a very frightening thing for most pcople, and yet it is 
very difficult to develop answers to your own questions unless you can 
stand alone. Hence the imposition of psychological or spiritual impera- 
tive of others, however exalted, should not be allowed to persuade us. 
Their truths could only be second-hand opinion to us. Those who nest in 
the comfort of ready-made beliefs will never fly. 


Sanjeevma 
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MC EB brought death into his family. First his mother (MC), then 
his father (IC) and finally his beloved brother. Their deaths were neces- 
sary for him to achieve a new sense of personal meaning and mortality; 
he had to forsake the past, traditions and his very roots in an ultimate 
battle of selfhood and come to a final self-induced birth of a new iden- 
tity. 

Where BP is in the chart is where’s there’s often an absence. In the 
draconic chart the planct of the mind, ¥, is ¢ P. 

When the mind is swept clean of image, of ritual, of belief, of sym- 

bol, of all words, mantras or repetitions, and of all fear, then what 

you see will be the real, the timeless...

ONSIDER the combination of nuclear weapons, of all the ma- 

chines of war surely the most terrible, with ancient enmities, 

WW) religious and political fanaticism, the desperation of widespread 

poverty. An assessment of the recent astrological history for 

India and Pakistan shows clear resonance with the 4-B cycle, connec- 

tions with a series of eclipses, and a striking repetition of the degrees 12 

to 14° $/. Their nuclear history connects also to the series of initial 

test data for the nuclear nations, linked by repetition of 9-10° cardinals, 

and to the position of 2 in the Trinity chart of 1945. Their immediate fu- 

ture rests on how they apply the energies represented by the continuing 
unfoldment of these cycles of our heavens. 

The partition of these two nations from one took place just days after 
the  o B of August 1947 at 13° 07° 2. For both Karachi, the then capi- 
tal of Pakistan, and Delhi the conjunction is part of a stellium of planets 
in Q in the twelfth house. 

%o BP in Q is very different from that of the previous conjunction in 
§. A fiery crucible where nationalism of a violent and self-aggrandizing 
nature develops. The three nations born at that time, Israel, India and 
Pakistan, are characterized by similar traits: a focus on power and its 
uses, an often well-founded suspicion that they’re alone and surrounded 
by enemies, extremist policies developed on religious faith, a driving 
need to have and to be seen to have stature on the stage of world politics, 
and an insistence that any perceived threat of interference by any other 
nation, regardless must be strongly discouraged. 

Since partition, the history of these two nations both separately and in 
their relationship with one another, brings to mind the politics of 14” 
century Italy: rife with alliances built on the quicksands of temporary 
expediency, brutality in the name of religion, assassination as a routine 
political tool, and always the sufferings of the millions of the poor. 
During the last of their three wars since the partition, which took place 
during 1971-72, some ten million refugees fled from what was to be 
Bangladesh (but then still East Pakistan) across the border into India. 

The two eclipses during August 1971, occurred at 13°41’ 0/x and 
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27°15’ Q (of which more later), with the node at 14%4° x ¢ oR during the 
second, solar eclipse. Though a fierce dispute had broken out in March 
between the Awami Leaguc in East Pakistan and the Pakistan Peoples 
Party in the West, it was not until December 3", just seven days from 
exactitude of the 4 A PB, when the sunrise chart shows ¥ and 4 framing 
the © and only a II ) between * and P, that India invaded East Pakistan. 
In January 1972 East Pakistan became the People’s Republic of Bangla- 
desh. 

The number of refugecs from this war, though unimaginable in any 
reality we know, gives some indication of a major problem facing both 
India and Pakistan: population growth. 

Though India has achieved much since partition: is self-sufficient in 
steel and food grains; maintains one of the world’s largest rail networks; 
has an education system which, though only accessible to the rich mi- 
nority, produces graduates of excellent standard; has, since the 1984-89 
administration of Rajiv Gandhi, developed high technology industry 
based on US models; population growth has 
brought worsening social inequities, and actu- 
ally diminished per capita income. Pakistan 
remains much as it was at partition, with a pri- 
marily agricultural 
economy—including opium produce estimated 
in the late 80’s at 200 tons annually—where 
the great land-owners are the driving force of 
rural politics. A succession of religious and 
military ideologues has failed to develop an 
economy capable of sustaining Pakistan’s 
ever-growing population. But found the 
means, with aid from China and other Islamic nations, to follow India, 
after that nation’s first plutonium explosion in May 1974, into the nu- 
clear age. 

Meanwhile the dispute over Kashmir, begun with India sending in air 
and ground troops on 27" October 1947 to confront the Pakistanis who'd 
arrived five days earlier, continues unabated. Despite treatics and agree- 
ments; another all-out war in 1965; the emergence as a major political 
force of the Jammu and Kashmir Democratic Freedom Party during 
1989: the 500 mile “Line of Control” dividing Indian held Kashmir and 
Pakistani held Kashmir remains a daily battle field. 

The modern history of Kashmir, like that of Tibet, is a story of para- 
disc lost. Perhaps some readers have been fortunate cnough to holiday on 
the lakes amid the Himalayan foothills. Though I don’t think it’s consid- 
ered a desirable destination in the present situation, which is perhaps a

bad, that war broke out again over Kashmir. At Icast this war was short- 
lived: from September 6" to 23": both sides running out of ammunition, 
supplies embargoed by Great Britain and the U.S. With the sunrise 
charts on the day of Ccase-fire showing 4 o the MC and squaring the O, 
both nations went to the negotiating table. The 
Tashkent Declaration, returning both nations to 
the 1949 cease-fire linc, was made on 10" 
January 1966, with Qo at 13°25° sand 
14°02’ ~ respectively. 

The present Line of Control in Kashmir is 
one renegotiated in July 1972 as part of the 
Simla Agreement after the Bangladesh con- 
frontation. It was at this time also, some ana- 
lysts think resulting from the belated arrival in 
the Bay of Bengal of a U.S. nuclear-armed air- 
craft carrier, which India regarded as nuclear arms rattling, that India’s 
own nuclear weapons program began. It only took two years. 

On 18" May 1974, within ten days of the last exactitude of the triple 
incoming 4 OP at 4°06’ &-=, in the Pokhran desert, and with the code 
name of “Smiling Buddha”, India made their initial test of a nuclear 
weapon. The world and in particular the peoples of Pakistan—who, be- 
cause of the proximity of the Pokhran facility to the border between India 
and Pakistan, felt the ground tremble at the cxplosion—felt little occa- 
sion for smiling. Excepting this astrologer at first sight of the chart set 
for 8:04:55 AM, smiling if somewhat grimly at yet onc more striking 
example of astrologers in the high places of Indian government.

It is productive to compare the charts relating to the “Smiling Bud- 
dha” event with those of the events in India and Pakistan during May this 
year. 

But first it would be useful is a look at the table showing degree areas 
highlighted in the series of initial nuclear tests during the years from 
“Trinity” in 1945 to Pakistan’s initial test on May 28" this year.

But taken in the context of a longer time frame and a deeper engage- 
ment with the affairs of these two nations, the nuclear events part of an 
ongoing feud involving the ever reliable land and religion, these two first 
tests and also those of India in May this year, are all embedded not only 
in the astrological cycles already described, but also in the eclipse cycle. 

Until recently I’ve not paid much hecd to eclipses, having found them 
an erratic and uncertain tool; the eclipse path itself as an indication of a 
focus for world events at times strikingly apt, at others a bemusement. 
But having applicd Ken Gillman’s recently published ‘rules for the use 
of eclipses’ to the affairs of India and Pakistan, I’ve found some striking 
correlations. And in looking at future eclipses sct for both Delhi and Is- 
lamabad, found disquieting correlations: things don’t look too sweet in 
the nuclear playground. 

Following is a listing of a few of the relevant eclipse/event aspects, 
set out as bricfly as | can.

When writing several years ago, outraged by the French testing their 
nuclear weapons in my beautiful Pacific, I made the mistake of thinking 
we would know the outcome within the year. That was in 1995, and in 
spite of French assurances that all is well with Moruroa and Fangataufa, 
we still don’t know. The world has rolled on to different disasters, other 
sightings of The Four Horsemen. 

Right now, India and Pakistan are watching the effect their shiny nu- 
clear toys have had: on the world, on their neighbors, on themselves. 

Besides adding a few extra to the 2,044 nuclear toys already ex- 
ploded, not much has changed. The nuclear powers cannot afford to let 
two other nations into their club without opening a way for any nuclear 
state wannabe to muscle in by making a big bang. Outside of the club 
also means outside of the CTBT negotiations, and of its checks and bal- 
ances. 

The other change, the one the men and women at Langley lose sleep 
over, is the adding of a bit extra to the already critical load of paranoia, 
suspicion and pent-up aggression between China and India, the former 
now regarding the latter as a nuclear rival.

But 
the conclusion is that so long as neither India nor Pakistan actually de- 
ploy nuclear warheads for their sub-continental missiles—the ones with 
catchy names like ‘the ghauri’—then so long do we sleep easy.

Though this work is only a study of the contemporary history of Paki- 
stan and India, the astrology and the events leading up their nuclear 
weapons testing of May 1998, it should be remembered that these pic- 
tures are part of greater ones.

Sometimes there are several claimants, of 
which more than one recognizes the objects that belonged to a predeces- 
sor. If a monastery is wealthy, and its head dics, the parents of a young 
man will stop at nothing to ensure he is chosen as the tulku reincarnation. 

ia: Not only are they, the parents, 
honored but also they are kept in 
comfort for the rest of their lives. 
For the choosing of the Dalai 
Lama the matter is still more im- 
portant. As the Dalai Lama is 
chosen when he is still a young 
child and docs not come into 
power until he is 18, a regent, a 
high official in the household of 
the previous Dalai Lama, holds 
the real power. It is very suspi- 
Dalai Lama cious that in the 19" century no 
Icss than five Dalai Lamas died 
young, usually just after they became 18. Perhaps the present incumbent 
is fortunate to have no worldly power — although he has much spiritual 
power — since he was born around 1934 and has been in exile since 
March 1959. 

We know a little about Tibetan astrology. The Lama Yeshe, born in 
1935, was born in the year Wood Hog. The child Osel, his apparent 
tulku, was born in 1985 in the year Wood Ox. At least both belong to the 
element Wood! Hindu astrology, which of course uses the sidereal zo- 
diac, is closcly allied to Tibetan astrology. However, if our Western as- 
trology is valid, the tropical zodiac should show some contacts between 
the two charts. 

One difficulty is that the time of birth of the Lama Yeshe may not be 
accurate. In her book Princess in the Land of Snows, Jamyang Sakya 
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wrote that one of the biggest differences she found between her old life 
in Tibet and her new life in Seattle was the value placed on being on 
time. “In Tibet,” she wrote, “we did not live by exact timetables and did 
not know the hour of day. I was among the few of those who wore a 
wrist watch as jewelry.” 

Since the Ascendant and Midheaven are such important personal 
points, this possible inaccuracy does interfere with certainty when we 
examine possible contacts between the Lama’s chart and Osel’s stellar 
positions. 

The rules for reincarnation have most certainly not been defined, for 
different authorities give different rules. Rudolf Steiner maintained that 
there were many years between incarnations — a hundred or more. Alan 
Leo does not mention the time between lives, but in his book Esoteric 
Astrology it is stated that the Ray of the Soul is the same from life to life, 
but the Ray of the Personality changes. 

Unfortunately Alan Leo does not give the rules for determining the 
Rays. They are however given in Ruth Micrswa’s book Ray Centered 
Astrology, which is based entirely on the teachings of Alice Bailey, who 
is supposed to have reccived them from “The Tibetan”. 


21° 8 rising, has Soul Ray 4. However, the Soul Ray of Osel, 

who has ff rising, is either Ray 2 or 6. By following the rules in 
the book I determined that it is in fact Ray 6. Therefore if Osel is a rein- 
carnation of the Lama either Alan Leo is wrong or Ruth Mierswa has not 
given the correct procedure for determining the Soul Ray. 

I wrote to her about this. She replied quoting Alice Bailey, that the 
Master Djwhal Kuhl affirmed that the Soul Ray can change from one life 
to another. 

Ray Centered Astrology uses Vulcan as the ruler of Ray 1. This is the 
Personality Ray of the Lama Yeshe, for the Personality Ray is based on 
the esoteric ruler of the © sign, which for the Lama is 8. We can be 
certain that there is no Vulcan, for there is no planet, with the possible 
exception of an asteroid or something similar, within the orb of ME close 
to the ©. Considering the number of space probes and photographs of 
the sky that astronomers have studied, an intra-Mercurial planet would 
certainly have been discovered if it existed. The position of Vulcan on 
May 15, 1935, according to Cahier's Astrologiques of Volguine (Jan- 
Feb, 1939) was 15° 32’ 3. The use of Vulcan disturbs me, and I tend to 
disbelieve everything else when I sce a statement about a planet that does 
not exist.

Hard 
aspects in the natus indicate the lessons to be learned and karma to be 
paid. These should become soft aspects in the next incarnation if the 
lessons have been learned and the karma discharged. 

Oscl’s chart is not as unbalanced as that of the Lama Yeshe. He has 
three planets in Fire, three in Air, three in Water and one in Earth — ¥ in 
2° 55° ®, opposing the Lama’s ruler, 2 in 3° &. 
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Other contacts are Osel’s Q in 22° 53’ 8 conjunct the Lama’s ©, As- 
cendant and ¥’s Q, which is a very important contact, one that gives some 
confidence that Osel is indeed the reincarnation of the Lama. I believe 
that he is. The © in 24° # is square the Q°s and 4 — in the helio chart 4 
at 22° Tl is ¢ &. In the Lama’s chart B was ¢ 8. Helio B at 2° 52’ Ml is 
exactly opposing the Lama’s X. Osel’s helio o” squares the Lama’s MC, 
from 5° 42° & to 5° 32° =». 

The aspect I have found in two other charts of reincarnation known to 
me, where in each case the ) of one chart is conjunct an angle in the 
other, is replaced here by the £2 of one chart being conjunct the Ascen- 
dant of the other.

It is interesting that Osel’s natal ASC at 4° 57° Ill is exactly opposing 
the helio position of progressed » at 4° 57° } for the death of the Lama. 

The solar eclipse at Osel’s approximate conception time on May 30, 
1984 was at 9° 26° II. So perhaps the 9" degree of the mutables will 
continue to be important in this life. The last solar eclipse before his 
birth was at 0° 50° , in the sign of Faith, trine his 4. The solar eclipse 
immediately prior to birth has been said to represent the energy one is 
given to share with the universe. This fits well with his Personality Ray 
being ruled by ¥. The last lunar eclipse before birth, here at 16° 30° 8, 
opposing transit % at the Lama’s death, is said to show the qualities one 
needs to integrate, and the lessons one has chosen to learn in the life.

You are also learning to 
appreciate the honor of being able to play a part in the evolution of 
the race and the access this gives you to higher sources of informa- 
tion. 


Pretty appropriate! We need a few more like him. 
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Objections to Astrology

// HE DEBATE has gone on for millennia: is there really any- 
thing to astrology? Why has the argument gone on so long, 
and why is it so often vehement? The answer lies in people, 
their opinions and beliefs, as well as an understanding that be- 

liefs usually have nothing whatsoever to do with logic. 

Some time ago, I was invited to give a Iccture on astrology at a pres- 
tigious college. The prospect made me nervous. I had never addressed a 
non-astrological audience before; how would they react? I had no in- 
sight into what separated enthusiasts from debunkers; I'd become shel- 
tered by the compliments of clients, friends and family. Those who dis- 
agree with our views often keep politely silent; here they would have a 
forum. This was an opportunity to scc "how the other half lives," so to 
speak, so I accepted the invitation. 

The class took an anthropological overview of the history of meta- 
physics and the occult, and emphasized current trends. A tarot card 
reader had already spoken with them, and an anthropologist and a skeptic 
would follow me. Students were primarily juniors and seniors, or about 
21 years of age. 

The students had previously done some required reading on astrology: 
sections of several books and articles. While I did not have the opportu- 
nity to sce all of the material, part seemed to be informational and his- 
torical, while at least one piece was critical. The students and teacher 
had also had a discussion on the topic shortly before my visit. 
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RESENTATION 
The class was about an hour long. I prepared a 20-minute talk, 


and spent the rest of the time answering questions. Since the class 
was anthropological in nature, I decided to present astrology simply as a 
different belief system, a unique way of looking at the world. I talked 
about how science is concerned with cause and effect relationships, 
while astrology has a more holistic view, and used examples to demon- 
strate this difference. 

I wanted to try to give the students the experience of actually doing 
astrology, but this was a challenge amounting to something of a zen 
koan. If they had no experience with astrology, they could not possibly 
understand it. Yet I felt it was important to try to expose them to astrol- 
ogy directly, and decided to have them look at some horoscopes. 

To demonstrate how astrology can give us information that scientific 
methods cannot, I chose the topic of death. I presented the charts of 
Abraham Lincoln, Martin Luther King, Jr. and John F. Kennedy, histori- 
cal figures with which the students would be familiar, and all of whom 
had been assassinated. I knew I had to keep things very simple. I dis- 
cussed the meanings of o” and Xt, the 8" house, and the square and oppo- 
sition aspects. I showed them o and X in the 8" in Lincoln's chart. It 
seemed a logical progression to then look at Kennedy's horoscope, with 
do in the 8” and X in square to ¥ and \ in the 8". Next we moved to 
King, who only has % in the 8", but with 0" in opposition and X squaring 
it. I didn't want to confuse them with more planets, other aspects or 
houses, rulers or essential dignitics. It's very complicated to sclect out 
values in this way, and is certainly contrary to the holistic nature of as- 
trology, but this was necessary to help them understand. 

In retrospect, I realize that perhaps my choice of subject was a little 
extreme, Many astrologers choose not to think about the topic of violent 
death. Yet this is a subject which modern science cannot address with 
any real insight. I could have done what is usually done under the cir- 
cumstances, which is to soft-pedal astrology, talking about its limitations, 
how it indicates trends, general psychological characteristics and potenti- 
alities. But I felt this was a cop-out, and would not prove educational for 
the students. I thought it more important to stimulate their curiosity. 
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And, I reasoned, I was giving them such a sane, logical, obvious ap- 
proach that they couldn't possibly reject it out of hand. Though I cer- 
tainly didn't anticipate any sudden conversions, I had naively expected 
that I'd be able to give the students a window on astrology that they had- 
n't had before. I felt I was presenting myself in the nature of a Sri- 
Lankan dressed in a sari talking about the traditional religion — that they 
could sce I was different, and gain some understanding of my point of 
view, even if it was not their own. For non-believers, I couldn't have 
been more wrong! Beliefs about astrology are widely divergent, with 
strongly held personal opinions. These may or may not be the result of 
any direct experience, but like views on the abortion issue, belief in God, 
political leanings and a wide range of other topics, many people seem to 
take the issue quite personally. 


ESPONSES 
The question and answer period offered only a little insight into 


what the students were thinking and feeling. They were polite 
and respectful; there were no pushy or obnoxious debunkers. Their 
courteous veneer, I later found, often masked their true feelings. At the 
end of class, they were required to write out their answers to a question: 
What are your thoughts on today's guest spcaker? The question, I felt, 
was a good one — open-ended, and not leading to a particular response 
or seeking any kind of commitment one way or another. The professor 
kindly provided me with copies of the answers, which give us more of an 
uncensored look at the students' views. 

Some students did answer the question directly, talking about my 
presentation and approach to the topic. Most, however, seemed to an- 
swer a question never asked: "Do you believe in astrology?" This is a 
fascinating leap, and one that I cannot completely account for. It was as 
if they felt it necessary to make a judgement on the material. This could 
possibly have been a result of their previous discussion, but I feel that it 
is something more. Even in an anthropological-style class, students pit- 
ted astrology against their ideas of science and took sides. I had simply 
pointed out how the rules and point of view of science differ from the 
rules of astrology. If 1 had talked about Chinese Buddhism or American 
Inuit beliefs, I think that the audience would have been more open and 
not have taken it so personally. Some students were very excited by the 
matcrial, a few were clearly offended, and some were even angry. I'm at 
a loss as to whether this is a result of cultural conditioning, historical per- 
spectives, the intuitive fear that astrology can be subversive of the norm, 
or something entirely different. 

I received 102 copies of the student responses. They seemed to be 
rather evenly matched according to thcir opinions of astrology. About 
25% appreciated what I had to say, about 29% rejected it, and 46% could 
see some aspects that intrigued them, but also had reservations.

The opinions did break down somewhat along the lines of gender. 
Those students with a positive reaction to astrology were about 58% fe- 
male while those with a negative response were 67% male. Many of 
their reservations were due to ignorance of the subject matter, a limita- 
tion which several students were aware of, they wanted to know more in 
order to give an informed opinion. 

One of the usual criticisms leveled at astrology is that it is "vague," or 
deals in generalities. I had intentionally kept the topic very narrow and 
specific: violence as indicated by 0”, sudden events as indicated by M, 
and death as shown in the 8" house. Planctary placement in the house as 
well as only the square and opposition aspects to planets therein were 
shown to tic these things together. I presented astrology as a system of 
associations, rather than scientific cause and effect. It is holistic, not lin- 
ear. Yet a good number of the students simply could cither not under- 
stand this concept, or rejected its validity. They are used to the linearity 
of a + b =c and almost insisted upon it, anything else was "too general." 
(This is the same perspective that causes people to try to prove astrology 
statistically.) Scicntific types seck highly specific information, such as 
"Your friend Susie will visit you at 3:00 p.m. tomorrow." We're giving 
them a good deal of information by saying, "Your social relationships 
should run smoothly over the next week." But even though predicting 
the former is virtually impossible, the latter forecast is rejected as being 
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"too vague" or "too open-ended." It is thus doomed, by definition, to 
remain unconvincing. Funnily enough, this vantage point would also 
imply that horary astrology is the most scientific, as it's so specific. But 
of course it would be the most likely to be rejected as "fortune telling." 
Here are some of the comments: 


The idea of things simply being based on associations rather than on facts 
and absolutes bothers me. I mean human error and biases can easily enter into 
this so-called science. 


I have a much better understanding of how astrologers come to their inter- 
pretations, but everything seems so "generalized". It seems like anything can be 
related in some way if we want it to be. The proof just doesn't seem to be there. 
It's interesting to learn about but very unbelievable to me. Science is so much 
more believable, observable, and repeatable. 


Even though it’s an accepted practice, I find many of the relationships and 
associations with the three examples very contrived. 


I feel that the three people she examined had similarities, but I feel that the 
similarities were just coincidence. 


If all three all had Mars and Uranus in the eighth, I would be convinced. 


Another problem the skeptics consistently had was with the number 
of different elements that we must consider in chart interpretation. I 
made it clear that this was only the first step, and had briefly outlined 
some of the many details necessary to consider for a full interpretation, 
and it seems to have boggled their minds. 

Many students could accept plancts in houses, but adding the aspects 
was too much for them. It's lucky I didn't try to bring in rulerships! 
From our point of view, they are viewing things in only one dimension. 
Granted, they were introduced to several clements all at once, but astrol- 
ogy students are, too, and don't have the same trouble. Once again, I 
think this shows that they were limited by a typically linear way of 
looking at things. A level of complexity to which they cannot readily 
relate makes them suspicious. For the future, I'd consider presenting as- 
trological analysis as similar to interpreting literature or music (themes 
are developed and reiterated in any number of ways), or draw an analogy 
from science — how quantum mechanics posits that there is a duality 
between particles and waves and does not predict a single definite out- 
come. However I'm not sure how far this would go in helping them un- 
derstand. They were bright; it was not that they didn't want to know or 
understand what I was talking about. But I had the disconcerting feeling 
of unresponsiveness at times, as if I was talking in an unknown foreign 
language or trying to describe the spectrum to blind people. 
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In answer to a question, I explained the necessity of knowing what 
you are looking for before attempting to derive information from the 
horoscope, as well as the importance of clarifying significators. Admit- 
tedly these are tough issues that we grapple with as astrologers. It is 
easier to go from the specific to the symbolic, as in math, than to go from 
the symbolic to the specific. But the assumption on the part of the skep- 
tics was that it was impossible: 

One question I had was the issue of planets corresponding to so many 
facets of life (i.e. masculinity, fire, war, muscle power, etc.) that it seems 
to make almost any astrological prediction possible. 


I'm leaving more of a skeptic than before. The connection drawn between 
angles and degrees were too thin. Each planet and house has so many broad 
meanings that the astrologer is then able to pick and choose what to focus on. 


I felt that she didn't get into the rest of the planets and signs enough, She did 
not convince me, in fact the parts she did not talk about made it easier for me to 
see how astrology could be faked — to come up with any answer that she 
wanted. 


A concern of mine, as with tarot readings, is that since I do not understand 
the meanings of all of these houses and planets and aspects, the astrologer can 
just be filling in space with what will make sense. 


J feel as though it is interesting, a respectful organization based upon valid 
things, but there is simply too much room for interpretation when you add in 
things like aspects which can pull in any element. 


The means of associating planets through aspecting seems an afterthought, a 
way of bending the results to the astrologers wishes, rather than any definite 
means of analys 


Actually made me MORE skeptical about astrology. She tried to find any- 
thing to connect Mars or Uranus to the 8th house. 


Unfortunately, the examples she provided, perhaps given because they were 
so obvious, were unconvincing and seemed contrived. 


It is disturbing to think that astrologers think of themselves as serious "sci- 
entific" interpreters. It seems as if they simply make up the rules as they go 
along. This has even made me more skeptical than I was. 


It is almost like she will play with the charts until they could fit any inter- 
pretation she wants. In retrospect she could show anything true. 


There were many, many more comments along these lines. Remem- 
ber that I used two planets, one house and two aspects only for the inter- 
pretation. Most of the skeptics seem to have ignored the main demon- 
stration in favor of other ideas! 
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The idea of hindsight versus foresight was also a big problem. One 
student had brought up the question and I answered that we must study 
the charts of known events in order to recognize the patterns in unknown 
charts: it is a learning process. Many couldn't accept this explanation. 
They simply could not see that these very obvious (to us) chart patterns 
were in any way consistent. In addition, their scientific background 
teaches them to move from the known to the unknown: you cannot be- 
lieve until something is proven. Astrology takes nearly the opposite 
point of view, starting with the unknown and moving to knowledge. 

I think it is casy to look backwards and say this and this correlate. I 
would like to sce this stuff put to a more objective test. Since the rules 
are set, this should be possible. 


It looks easy to make things correlate to a life already lived. I do not believe 
that violent death would have been a focus in a reading for Lincoln, Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King during their lives. 


Hindsight has 20/20 vision. J think astrology is crap — merely an interest- 
ing game — not a tool that can tell vou something about anything. It seems like 
astrologers mask the invalidity of astrology with a front of complicated terms 
and numbers. 


A number of students felt that the test would be prediction. I could have 
certainly brought in an unknown chart with the same elements, but that surely 
would not have been convincing, providing nothing to correlate with! 


I think predicting BEFORE events happen would be a more reliable measure 
of the validity of astrology. It seems to me that Karen was stretching to find 
correlations between the three deaths and the influence of Mars/Uranus. 


She should have predicted someone's death or done some sort of prediction. 


If 500 "Good Astrologers" were given the birth charts of assorted people, 
would they be able to predict? What is the error margin? 


Several students did feel that the nature of astrology impinged on 
their idea of free will, and didn't like it: 

I feel that such specifics regarding death, inheritance, etc. infringe on 
my belief in free will. If this just told tendencies or some potential per- 
sonality type things I would be more open. 


The panel discussion of students we had last week did more to convince me 
of the practice where reading charts was a means of indicating trends rather 


than predict the future. 


Somewhere inside J feel there is something to it, and would not like to see my 
chart. I feel like it's almost cheating on experiencing life. 
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And, not surprisingly, some of the old stereotypical preconceptions 
about astrologers were also in evidence: 


1 expected her to be a lot more "spiritual." but now I see it is more about 
knowing the details of practicing astrology than having some inner power to 
read the stars. 


I was surprised to see her professional manner. 


It is important to see a smart person who believes in this and can support 
her argument rather than the loonies you usually see on Oprah or something. 


Some students actually had valid criticisms. Two or three had studied 
the charts, and later asked why the birth times were not more specific, as 
did the professor. This is a drawback common to historical charts (the 
three I had used coincidentally had birth times on the hour), but I had felt 
it more important to use these than contemporary celebrity charts that 
tend toward the sensational. A few thought they knew what the rules 
should be and decided that I should only usc exact aspect orbs! Unfortu- 
nately, the square between and » in King's chart is a little wide: 

Generalizations like that seem to make astrology a questionable prac- 
tice. It seems to me that she can simply say it is near 90 degrees to try to 
substantiate a claim. This practice, cspecially when looking at an exam- 
ple in hindsight, makes mc extremely skeptical about the practice of as- 
trology. 

The responses ran such a gamut that | was Icft with the thought that it 
almost didn't matter what I said. I do have ¥ ¢ the descendant, so maybe 
I was an casy target on which to pin any idea! But these comments do 
serve to show the belief factor at work — the students all heard exactly 
the same thing... or did they? 


The lecturer made astrology seem much more real and pertinent to our lives 
at hand — MORE BELIEVABLE! People sometimes make comments that as- 
trology is too subjective, but some very specific facts can be found out about a 
person, ones that science cannot comprehend. 


Rather than giving astrology more credibility and making it more clear, it 
made it all seem more confusing. 


She taught us to be less skeptical. 


My skepticism has not at all been relieved. One must be totally willing to 
suspend disbelief: 


She defended herself well against skeptical questioning, and therefore I can- 
not be fully skeptical either. 
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Strip away any kind of steadfast rules, leave all kinds of room for interpreta- 
tion to diffuse any cognitive dissonance, and throw in a person who makes any 
excuse necessary to find a realm of belief in the svstem; here we have our guest 
speaker. 


The speaker was very insightful and open-minded. It is much easier to take 
someone seriously when they are open to discussing views which are easily in 
opposition to her own.. 


I think she did a really good job of illustrating the theme of CONSISTENT 
patterns present in charts. It was also very helpful to have clear examples to 
clarify the concepts. 


The patterns she claimed existed, meaning the relevance of the different 
combinations of planets and aspects, were rather flimsy in providing a system- 
atic account. 


Since I know so little about the topic, the information she holds is over- 
whelming for me. It reminded me of what the film was saying in which people 
studying acupuncture, etc. needed to study for a long time before being able to 
successfully practice it. 


I think if vou spent 20 vears convincing vourself of something no matter what 
it was you would tend to believe it to be true. 


Previously, I had not fully understood the qualitative character of astrology; 
that it can predict the nature or quality of the future not necessarily the exact 
events. 


This was a great lecture. It showed me once and for all how ridiculous as- 
trology is. To do this for entertainment is one thing, to claim its validity is ab- 
surd. Bring on the CSICOPS!!! 


Several students actually seemed to hear and understand what I was 
trying to say. Thank goodness for them! Or were they mercly parroting 
back what had just been taught? 


Astrology is a system, but not one of cause and effect. It's a system of rela- 
tionships, of qualitative patterns. It recognizes the complexity of relations be- 
tween living organisms and the environment of which they are an integral part. 


Although astrology has ofien been considered the "fringe" of science, unable 
to be reduced to a strict set of laws, I believe that it could indeed be considered 
a "legitimate science" in its own respect. If we study past models and charts and 
observe the patterns of planets and signs of people with similar fates, maybe we 
do have a sound model on which we can predict future events. 


After studying over 100 pages of comments, I feel that, no matter 
what the proofs of astrology, in considcring it, we have entered the realm 
of beliefs, pure and simple. Everyone will form his or her own opinions. 
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It's interesting that I seem to have made a number of doubters more 
skeptical, and those who were already believers more convinced. I don't 
think there is much we can do to influence the die-hards on one extreme 
or the other. Their brains are patterned in different ways, and no matter 
how half-full the glass appears to me, it is equally half-empty to someone 
else. Although when I perceive it as nearly full it is quite shocking to 
hear someone else consider it virtually empty! 

In the end, I fecl I've become jaded cnough by this experience to 
tend to agree with one insightful scholar: 


She knows well the discipline she has adopted; however, I think she's wast- 
ing her time trying to convince the scientifically inclined. 


Notes 

Abraham Lincoln's chart is taken from The Circle Book of Charts, compiled 
by Stephen Erlewine. AFA. 1980, quoting the birth time in Momen Lincoln 
Loved by W.E. Burton as "just about sunup." As the Sun rises at about 6:55 a.m. 
in that location, I rounded it off to 7:00. 

Lois Rodden's strodata III, AFA, 1986, gives John F. Kennedy's birth time 
as 3:00 p.m., from Garth Allen in American Astrology of May, 1960, who cites 
Kennedy's mother. 

The Circle Book of Charts lists Martin Luther King Jr.'s birth time as "about 
noon," citing Harmon's Kev to Predicting Assassinations and Horoscope of 
September 1970, but unfortunately docs not reference the actual source of the 
data. 

I searched several biographies. but could not confirm any of the above birth 
times. I have seen a 3:15 time for Kennedy. as well as an carly morning birth 
time for Lincoln. but neither of these listed the source of the data. The class 
comments. however. rested on the charts as presented and not the accuracy of 
the charts themselves. 

There are a number of similarities between these charts, including the ) 
squaring a planet in the 8" house from above the horizon. » towards the top of 
the chart, @ ruling the 7” or aspecting the ruler of the 7", the ruler of the gm 
placed in the 1* or vice versa, and » aspecting ¥.

altation” suggests being raiscd on high. To be seen from a dis-

The concern of the moon is the preser- 
vation of those emotional relationships to which the native is committed 
through sensitivity and patience. Here is where the awareness of waxing 
and waning, of the nced for give and take, holds sway within concerns of 
accumulation of property and respecting the essential nature (strengths, 
likes, dislikes, etc.) of the partner. 


ONE’S FAMILY teaches refinement. The fundamental rea- 

lignment of the family ancestry here requires an orientation 

towards the climination of sources of annoyance through an 

increase in discrimination (Il). The native with the Tf ) is 

uncertain about confronting ()) others with criticism. There 
is fluctuation and inconstancy in the impulses toward the imposing of an 
ordered regimen upon oneself. The methodical rituals of TM (aimed at 
analysis and expunging of faults) are in this native immature (D). The ) 
represents familiar patterns of habit that are grounded in the past. The 
present life pull of this familiar habit exemplifics issues which are dead 
to the native (the ) is considered a dead body). They lack interest for the 
native in terms of fulfilling wants, but they represent the subconscious 
needs. They constitute a repository of memorics of action which were 
grounded in selfish concern and which accumulated animosities and re- 
sistance from others towards oneself. The sensitivity of the ) in this life 
is aimed at ensuring an avoidance of the negative karma resulting from 
the insensitive (self-centered) exercise of the attributes of this sign in the 
past (past lives?). 

I! represents precision through ritual. The ) in Tl releases the soul 
from the enmitics aroused through attempts to enforce petty detail. The 
native with the ) in I? must be concerned with circumspection in ex- 
pressing stressful demands upon others (it could be assumed that the soul 
experience was that of a martinct in a past life). The attraction of the ) in 
Tl is toward those who possess an innate attentivencss toward neatness 
and order. Memory ()) is generated by encounters with others, of which 
the fundamental characteristic is a need to give way. This pattern of giv- 
ing way to others impresses upon the soul the intention to develop, to 
change ()). This change is mediated through surrounding oneself with 
family and/or familiars who will effect upon the native a slow, patient 
and inexorable pressure ()) to develop an inoffensive and fundamentally 
sound ()) orientation toward self assessment in light of an ideal of per- 
fection. 

Remember that the ) represents the need for rest (sleep) and the 
avoidance of strenuous, exhausting efforts in favor of more rhythmic and 
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natural cycling in accord with the ordering of time. Thus the imposing of 
high standards of obedience to correct form (TI) must be attempted with 
patience ()). Waxing and waning, the cbb and flow characterize this na- 
tive’s attitude toward the responsibility for attentiveness to the myriad of 
dutics demanded of I. What must be nurtured here is T?’s emphasis upon 
the timely completion of tasks that allow for precise integration with the 
expectations of others and an increase in serviceability of self. As the 
sensitivity ()) to criticism (I) works its magic, this child () is infantile 
and childlike) will begin to develop more mature performance standards 
(1). The emotional apparatus of the ) in Tl native is highly sensitive to 
impurities. They will instinctively avoid impure, polluted, insensitive and 
doubtful types (Il! immatures). 

They instinctively expect family members to eliminate causes of irri- 
tation through an immediate intuitive knowing (moon) of what bothers 
them. ) in TI is subject to stresses from the world which demands more 
obedience and timeliness than is comfortable. Family ()) provides an 
outlet for this tension by the willingness to listen patiently and without 
disagreement to their plight about failures to live up to expectations of 
others. They long for a home life (D) of refinement, purity, service, self- 
effacement, cleanliness and humility (1). This however docs not interest 
them in the doingness thereof. They recall fecling nurtured in an envi- 
ronment of tidiness and thoroughgoing sensitivity to expectations and a 
worry about offending the sensibilitics of the world. These natives need 
()) family to support them through the criticisms they encounter in their 
missing of the mark of precision and detail. Gestures of tidying up, being 
reminded of deadlines and support of the realm of housekeeping will 
earn their endearment. 


THE INFANT is the expression of the peculiar, specific in- 

teraction between mother and father. The mother feels se- 

cured by a certain form of the infant’s behavior, thus rein- 

forcing that behavior and laying the groundwork (the sub- 

conscious) for the native’s fecling for the whole of life. The 
form of interaction established between the mother and baby not only 
provides the basis of the infant native’s cmotional security needs; but it 
also reveals information about the insccuritics of the mother, and by ex- 
tension to possible insecurities existing within the dyadic couple: mother 
and father. An example: The native’s mother is not accepted by her part- 
ner (the father) in her inadequacics in the realm of 7%. The weakness in 
the parental dyad centers around a constant criticism of mother by father 
(or vice versa) over issucs of honor, respect trustworthiness, integrity and 
authority. The dyad founders on the issue of establishment of boundaries, 
the exclusion by class from certain inferior associations, and conformity 
to principles demanded or imposed without question as necessary to 
preservation of honor and social caste. An unspoken divide exists be- 
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tween the dyadic parents over the inadequacy, immaturity, and unformed 
attributes of %: perhaps a constant “carping” over @ issues. 

The emotional “drain” experienced through the proximity of relation- 
ship combined with the unresolved immaturity () in 4) can be seen as 
addressed in the person of the native infant. Both (1) growth through 
time and (2) provision for emotional wholeness are scen in the coming 
into being of the native with a predisposition to bonding predicated upon 
sensitivity to authority and proper behavior with respect to caste and/or 
class boundaries and relationships between inferiors and superiors (4 
issues). The growth through time is provided by the lifetime made avail- 
able in which the native secures his existence in the world by circum- 
spect sensitivity ()) to issues of personal dignity among individuals and 
the requirements of class separation (4). The provision for emotional 
wholeness is provided by the contingent emotional resources made avail- 
able through the parent/infant dyad. The mother’s perception of the in- 
fant native as the expression of maturing genetics provides patience ()) 
with which the fundamental realignment ()) of the family ancestry to a 
more respectable and responsible social position will be made possible. 
There will be a projection onto the infant native of the parental disap- 
pointment with the inadequacy or immaturity of pride within the family. 
The infant and growing native will constantly be observed for evidence 
of failure to achieve the highest standards of responsibility and moral 
acumen. Emotional support will be contingent upon standards of respect- 
ability and honor. The native will carry within him or herself the seeds of 
fundamental standards (#) which will require respectable contribution to 
the social order as the prerequisite condition for self-acceptance (J).

HAVE a grudge against 4. 

All my life he hasn’t been around when I 
needed him—when I needed a bit of luck, or something to make 
things just a bit more fun, or a bit easier, or even to turn out as they 

had been promised and I expected. With % on my equal-house IVth 
House cusp my whole childhood was %, », %. I was sat on all the time till 
I finally came to accept that his weight was really all there was to life. 

And then just as I managed to get a job I liked in an orchestra (4 in the 
Vth House in »’), after I had left home and become a conscientious ob- 
jector and worked for 4% years in hospitals as an orderly or porter, he 
tricked me into proposing marriage to a girl I had met while still an ob- 
jector (the Vth House again). Of course she was wrong for me, as wrong 
as could be, for > rules my VIIth House and opposes the ). Seven ap- 
palling years went by with her leaving again and again but always coming 
back till in July 1960 she finally left for good. But I made the same mis- 
take again and this time if anything it was even worse, eventually anyway. 

Only once has ¥ ever actually shown me what he really can do. Of 
course I’ve read reams and reams about him producing the goods for other 
people—opportunities, luck, travel, money, everything you’d want—but 
so many progressions and transits had gone past in my own life without 
anything like that happening that I eventually came to regard him as really 
being weak and ineffectual. His aspects just didn’t last long cnough to 
compete or compare with those of », K, ¥ or B. But then, in June and 
July, 1981... 

Neither progressions nor transits showed anything—no, actually one 
did. A converse transit of 4 conjoined natal o* in my VIIIth House at the 
end of April and again in early August and in December 1981. That was 
spot on. I had wanted to see my cleven-year-old son by my second mar- 
riage. My Ex had taken him off to Britain and I wanted to go over there 
during the annual orchestra vacation from mid-June to mid-July and have 
him with me for a while. Ordinary access was of course impossible with 
6,000 miles between us. But my Ex made difficulties, as you would ex- 
pect with 4 o o” in the VIIIth. I wrote Ictter after letter but could get no 
firm undertaking and finally I realized that I would arrive and be denied 
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access or perhaps only sce him for a day or part of a day once a week for 
all the time I was over there. 

So I suddenly flipped. I decided not to bother any more. I would 
spend the airfare money on a trip back to New Zealand again instead and 
sec all my friends there whom I hadn’t scen for twenty years. And then it 
happened. I can only assume that 4 somehow finally felt ashamed of 
himself. 

It began right away. I had a friend who had left South Africa to go to 
the London Film School. She had said she was going to come back on a 
visit some time in the summer and would come and sec me when she did. 
I badly didn’t want to miss seeing her but I had no address to write to her 
to find out precisely when she was coming and say how long I myself 
would be away. It seemed there was nothing for it—I just had to leave 
and let her think I just hadn’t bothered to tell her, if she came while I was 
gone. But the first leg of the journey was the trip from Cape Town to Jo- 
hannesburg where I transferred to the South African Airways flight to 
Sydney, Australia. As I came down the escalator to the luggage collection 
arca in Johannesburg, I saw a close friend of hers standing at the bottom 
of it. I was able to get her address and send an immediate air letter. 

When I arrived in Christchurch, New Zealand, my astrologer friend 
Pete Young was at the airport to mect me. Nothing special about that, but 
I stayed with him for a week and we drove down to Dunedin for the weck- 
end to sec Geoff Adams, a mutual friend who had been the first person to 
introduce me to the Tarot back in 1955. Now another friend I had seen 
during the stopover in Johannesburg had lent me a book called Cosmic 
Trigger—The Final Secret of the Illuminati by Robert Anton Wilson, to 
read on the flight. It went into detail about how Aleister Crowley’s Thoth 
Tarot deck had been devised, saying it was far more than simply a pack of 
cards for divination. The pictures themsclves were designed to be a lan- 
guage of communication with spirits on the Astral Plane. Geoff had ‘just 
happened’ to have acquired a deck of these cards a few days before my 
arrival, so we were able to do a ritual reading with them. The time and 
date ‘just happened’ to be midnight between the 21st and 22nd of June, 
which for that year turned out to be the precise moment of the Winter Sol- 
stice for Dunedin, New Zcaland, in the Southcrn Hemisphere. The read- 
ing suggested significant developments csoterically. We went to bed, but 
an hour or so later Geoff came to my room with a white face. “There’s 
been a manifestation,” he said. A whole packet of incense had caught fire 
spontancously in his daughter's room. He had smelt something occult and 
gone downstairs to investigate. The room was so full of incense fumes 
that he had needed to shake her awake and pull her out of it. This was not 
to be the only manifestation. Others were to follow that I shall detail in 
due course, later.

We returned to Christchurch and, on the last evening before I left to go 
further north, Pete took me to sce some friends of his, Bill and Sue Hag- 
gard, who lived in the center of the city. We began to speak about Mrs. 
Downes, an old lady who was both a novelist and also an astrologer, using 
the pen name Sheila Leonis, who used to live in Diamond Harbour oppo- 
site Lyttelton, the port town of Christchurch. I knew her well when I lived 
in New Zealand but had been told she had died the previous year. They 
said they also knew her, In fact she had left some things with them to 
pass on to a friend of hers in South Africa, but they didn’t know his ad- 
dress. No need to ask who that was! Then they asked me if I knew Val, a 
South African member of the Theosophical Society who had married and 
come to live in Auckland, New Zealand. | did indeed, and said I expected 
to see her when I got up as far as Auckland. They said they knew her son 
who was also married and living on the west coast of the South Island. 
Then they gave me a parcel containing a book from him to give to Val 
when I saw her. She was a good deal surprised when I handed it to her a 
couple of weeks later. 

Next day I boarded the train for the long journey to Picton, which is 
where one catches the ferry across to the North Island. I had arranged to 
spend the night with another friend who lives in Picton itself as the ferry 
was due to leave the next morning. He would drive me down to it. As we 
were on the way there, ten minutes from the ferry, I spoke about a girl 
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from Gisborne I had met on a tramping trip in the South Island in 1951. 
After I left New Zealand in 1961 I had lost touch with her. I knew she 
had married but I didn’t know her husband’s surname and had no idea of 
her address. I was sorry I wouldn’t be able to see her. He asked her 
name. 

“Mae Redstone,” I said. 

“Hmm—I used to live in Gisborne,” he said. “I knew the Redstone 
family. What did you say her husband’s name was?” 

“T don’t know his surname,” I replied. “I only know his Christian name 
is Barry.” 

“Hmm—Mae Redstone. Yes, she married a chap by the name of 
Shaw—I think his first name was Barry. Try the Catholic book room 
when you get to Wellington. I think he works there.” 

So when I got there I did that and left a message. A quarter of an hour 
later Mae rang me back. “How did you manage to track us down, Pricr?” 
she asked. 

And so it went on. I couldn’t miss. I wan even a catalyst of introduc- 
tions for others. 

Thus, for instance, while I was in Wellington 1 went with a friend I 
was staying with, the novelist Jean Watson, to visit Pat and Chris Zalew- 
ski, a young couple very interested in the Qabalah. Pat was then a com- 
parative tyro but already a passionate student of the Hermetic Order of the 
Golden Dawn. He had gone so far as to construct for himself a board and 
set of pieces to play Rosicrucian (i.e. Enochian) fourhanded chess. I had 
never scen one before, But I was the instrument or means for introducing 
him to Jack Taylor, a former member of a genuine branch of the Order of 
the Golden Dawn while it existed and was active in New Zealand. Up in 
Havelock North he had founded an Order of his own that he called The 
Order of the Table Round. It still performed some of the Golden Dawn 
rituals, and he possessed a wealth of the original manuscripts. I knew him 
because he was a friend of two other friends of mine in Havelock North. 
Pat and Chris have both since become well known as world authorities on 
the Golden Dawn, authors of several books on the group and its teachings. 
I take no credit for their achievements—I was just in the right place at the 
right time to make a significant introduction, a sort of messenger from \, 
a bringer and carrier of luck. 

I went steadily north staying for short spells with friend after friend. I 
had almost forgotten how many there were. Most of them I had originally 
met while on tour with the NZBS Symphony Orchestra (it still is a touring 
orchestra). 

From Havelock North my next stop was Te Puke and I had intended to 
go by bus. However, I rang some friends in Wairoa, a newly built for- 
estry town in the center of the North Island, just to say Hallo. I couldn’t 
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stay with them, as there was no space left in my time schedule. They 
weren’t satisfied with that, though. They drove down and drove me all the 
way to Te Puke. 

Perhaps the crowning development was in Auckland. I was to stay 
with a lady who used to be a sort of agent for me when I actively did 
horoscopes in New Zealand in the 1950’s. She always found me a string 
of clients. I had a good reputation in those days. However, when my bus 
arrived in Auckland I was met not by her but by another lady she had de- 
puted to fetch me, somcone she felt I would enjoy meeting and who 
wanted to meet me. She had recently lost her husband and—dare I say it? 
—was looking for a replacement. She was aa 
wealthy and owned a beautiful home with a 
panoramic view over a wooded valley that 
opened out upon Auckland harbor. This she 
showed me with the unmistakable implication 
“see what could be yours.” It was probably my 
one and only opportunity in this lifetime to step 
effortlessly into the world of the well off. 
However, I was wary. Two appalling experi- 
ences of marriage rang warning bells. Moreo- 
ver, never having lived previously in her kind 
of social world I strongly suspected I would 
feel gauche and uncomfortable in it. She suggested hiring a plane to show 
me the city and harbor from the air, but I said No. Even so she drove me 
wherever I wanted in Auckland to see other friends while I was there and 
of course they were always miraculously in when we arrived. I never had 
to leave messages saying “see you in another twenty years’ time.” 

And then I came back to South Africa. My brief spell of experiencing 
what really can do when he wants to was over. I suffered badly from 
jet lag (1 hadn’t done so at all going the other way) and was greeted by 
letters from my Ex upbraiding me for my selfishness in going off for a 
holiday on my own, disappointing my son. He now felt I didn’t really love 
him. 

And in August I received notice that my yearly contract with the or- 
chestra would not be renewed the following year. It was the second part 
of that converse transit operating as 4 retrograded over natal o*. In the 
actual event the contract was extended for one more year, but at the end of 
1982 I was without a job for the first time in 32 years. % was making me 
pay for my holiday. 

There were still some ramifications of that holiday remaining to be 
fully worked out though. A month or six wecks after we did that ritual 
spread with the Crowley Tarot pack at midnight at the 1981 Winter Sol- 
stice, Geoff had written to me that he had contacted a branch of a Crowley 
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Order right there in Dunedin, It had come about because of his interest in 
wine making. Through that he had met a girl called Alison Dee who 
proved to be the High Priestess of the Order. They called themselves the 
Sisters of the Silver Star. The house where they met was one he had fre- 
quently passed by car and thought to himself “If there was ever an occult 
order in Dunedin, that is the place where I would expect it to be.” And it 
was. 

As a result of that I was visited in January and February 1983 by a 
lady who had seen a photograph of me taken while I was in Dunedin that 
June of 1981 when Geoff, Pete and I visited Cargill’s Castle. She liked 
what she saw and wrote to me, and following that came over with her little 
boy Ché, then aged five, to stay with me. I have written a little about her 
chart in my article on Neptune.' At that time she was probably the most 
accomplished and dedicated occult person I have ever met. She performed 
a ceremony in my home and invoked the archangels Raphael, Gabriel, 
Michael and Auricl in the four quarters, and the effect was like a light 
being switched on in cach dircction. Subsequently she has joined the Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses and left it all completely. While she was with me there 
was probably the chance of another marriage. just as there had been with 
the lady that I met in Auckland during the holiday itself. It didn’t come 
off and she left after five weeks. My life then reverted to its normal Sat- 
urnine course. 


HE OBVIOUS question that now arises is why did that holiday 

happen and develop in the way it did? What was the astrological 

indication that 4 would become so cffervescently active in such an 
extraordinary way just then? 

Before I go into specific indications that made that one winter so spe- 
cial, I must first make some very important basic statements regarding the 
character of 4 himself. Unless these are borne in mind the indications 
cannot be fully understood. 

\ is a very self-assertive planct—almost a self-righteous one—enor- 
mously conscious of his own worth. You must never give him the impres- 
sion that you are underestimating him or selling him short. 

Obviously | don’t mean by this that he is ever stingy or miserly. Of 
course not—quite the opposite. But if you want something from 4 you 
must know that it is coming your way. You must be expecting it almost 
as a matter of course and feel that you have every right to it. And you 
must want to enjoy it for yourself. He thinks a lot about other people—he 
is not self-centered like $—but he docsn’t have much feeling for self-

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denial or self-sacrifice. If you want to be self-denying and self-sacrificing, 
well, he’ll turn away and let you get on with it. When you’ve had enough 
of it is the time to turn back to him. Then you can hold out your hand and 
if he really knows you expect something and feel fully deserving of it he7II 
put the money or whatever else you’re expecting from him straight into it. 

Note that you must have both the expectation of getting and the feeling 
of being deserving. 

Let’s take a closer look at that. 

Firstly, as far as deserving is concerned it is the feeling that counts. It 
doesn’t actually matter whether or not you are really deserving. Lots of 
big-time gang bosses get a great deal from 4 because they both expect it 
and feel they deserve it. They know they're so much cleverer than every- 
body else. It sounds unfair but it’s actually the way this world works 
while \ is the supreme dispenser of good things in it. 

Secondly, you may feel terribly deserving but at the same time have a 
bitter sense of expectation that you won’t get what you deserve. This is 
very common. Most of us probably know the fecling very well. And if 
we feel this way nine times out of ten our expectation of being short- 
changed will be right. Moreover, on the one occasion in ten when we do 
unexpectedly get what we feel we deserve, we may have become so identi- 
fied with our negative expectation that we almost feel cheated out of our 
sweet sense of self pity at being hard done-by by whatever we are getting. 
This is too complexly involved and saturnine for 4. He’s not a depth psy- 
chologist. He likes things straightforward and simple. 

The requirement that you must want to enjoy for yourself whatever 4 
gives you does not mean that you can’t give anything to others. Certainly 
not. He likes givers. If you are Lord or Lady Bountiful you are acting as 
his representative or alter ego. But to go without food yourself so that 
your wife or child or husband can eat is not his way. He doesn’t like 
penny pinching, whatever the reason. He can sce no justification for it. 
He wants you to think big. He is the Horn of Plenty and he likes to give 
with the confidence of certainty that there’s plenty more where that came 
from. 

Thus one thing I had done right was to get fed up with being treated 
like a doormat begging to be trodden on. I had said “OK—if you won’t 
tread on me even for Charles’ sake, I'll have a holiday on my own!” He 
was so surprised, he pulled out all the stops for me. 

As I have said, neither secondary directions nor transits suggested a 
burst of beneficent jovian activity in 1981. Actually transits are only very 
rarcly the key to jovian activity. They occasionally can be when he makes 
a station for a month or more conjoining or opposing a particular body or 
angle in a chart, but in general he moves too quickly. Nine or ten days do 
not constitute a long enough period for his influence to makc itself felt.

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Secondary directions may be more productive. Some people are lucky 
enough to be born with 4 applying to a beneficent aspect to something or 
other and may bask for years in good fortune as he slowly closes the con- 
tact. He may remain in applying or separating orbs for a decade or more. 
However, when there isn’t anything like this, when } is separating from 
all significant contacts and has ten or fifteen degrees to go before he 
reaches any others, then secondaries don’t provide very much. Only the 
occasional aspect from another body to 4 himself may be helpful but that 
is all one can hope for. 

But 4 has other ways and means his wonders to perform. In 1981 I 
think it was the current Solar Return that was in force which provides the 
explanation for what happened. 

A Solar Return governs the year from one birthday to the next. So the 
chart cast for August 1980 was still operative during June and July 1981. 
My birth occurred on August 20th, 1924 but as 1980 was a Leap Year the 
© reached its natal position at 2:55:48 p.m. GMT on the 19th, see Fig. 2. 
10° % rises (coincidentally’ this is the position of my natal 4) and tran- 
siting 4, ruler of the return’s Ascendant, is in the equal-house Xth, close 
to the cusp, so he is very powerful in this figure. However, he is in his 
detriment in Tf and he is OY in the Ist House and  ® in the IVth. And 


that, of course, exactly describes how things were with me for ten out of

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the twelve months of the year ruled by this particular Solar Return. My 
personal life and home life were in tatters. All my children were 6,000 
miles away. | had last seen my son two years before, in 1979, when I vis- 
ited Britain to sce my father, shortly before he died. I had been trying for 
months in correspondence to finalize an arrangement to see Charles again 
during the 1981 orchestra vacation, without success. My Ex would not 
commit herself to anything, and I knew from bitter past experience that to 
take the chance of her proving cooperative in the event in such circum- 
stances was to risk practically certain frustration and disappointment. It 
was a ¥ square all over—and ¥ disposcs of the @ in H into the bargain. 

But 4 stands very close to the midpoint between 2 and K. 2 and K are 
technically out of aspect (they are just out of orbs of a trine) but 4 is sex- 
tile to both of them and applying to the exact midpoint (16°23°T?) between 
them. 

I suspect that that was all that was necessary for 4 to act in the way he 
did, when he did. 

Very probably we are on the wrong track when we look for precise 
global predictions of what will happen and what we shall do at a particu- 
lar time and place, exact to the Ictter. After all, we know we have a cer- 
tain amount of free will. We are not totally free—probably not even as 
free as we think we are—but life would have no meaning at all if we had 
no freedom at all. It is perpetually an alternative of a beckoning finger 
and a warning hand held up. In this particular Solar return ¥O¥ and 
YY & ® were both statements of the situation and a warning. “This is how 
things are. If you go on butting your head against this you'll get no- 
where.” But the sextiles were an invitation. “You could try breaking out 
altogether for a bit.” After all, was in the configuration. He probably 
didn’t think I would. The sextiles were wide and there was no true aspect 
between 2 and X. 4 was really ‘translating light’ between them, to use a 
term more frequently used in Horary astrology when the ) moves to com- 
pete an aspect between two bodics which are technically out of orbs. 
Neverthcless, out of sheer frustration with ¥, I did opt out of the situation 
for five short weeks. It didn’t make any difference to the total picture of 
my life in the long run for that reverted completely to type when I got 
back. In fact it got worse, for I lost my job. But those five short weeks 
were Heaven, an uninterrupted taste of a 2 4 )K, mediated by ¥. 

There was occultism in it (the VIIIth and XIIth houses), a wonderful 
series of reunions with friends (2 ruling the XIth), a sense of total escape 
from prison? (K in the XIIth), and even a prize of money and general 
wealth dangled before my cyes if 1 would contemplate marriage (2 in the

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VIllth). Iam sure ¥ laughed the whole time. Some of those coincidences 
were just too obviously jokes for them even possibly to have been any- 
thing else. Well—he had offered me an opportunity (after all, opportunity 
is what he stands for), 1 had taken it up and he simply paid out the full 
promised value while it lasted, plus bonus if I wanted to go further. I 
didn’t, so that was that. 


HAVE JUST felt } nudge my arm to make a correction. That holi- 
day was not quite the only time he has ever worked in my life. 

There have been other occasions when I rclaxed and slipped into a 
sort of in between time when he took over, at least to some extent. The 
ones I remember best are those when I had no money and would be 
standing by the side of a road waiting and hoping to hitch a lift some- 
where. This was after | left home and while I didn’t have a job, or per- 
haps | had had one and just cnough money to live on for a time but after 
that no work. I would have arranged everything carefully as far as I could 
but now I was quite consciously leaving being-carcful-and-practical be- 
hind and just Ietting chance or luck take over. 

Sometimes no one would stop for me. | might wait or trudge for 
hours. But then a car would screech to a halt and it would begin. I had 
no idea how things would turn out but in many ways that was really the 
best part of it. I couldn’t do anything else so it wasn’t me any more. And 
it wasn’t % cither, though these were days before I knew about %. I just 
knew I was letting go the ordinary reins, together with the responsibilities 
that went with them. 1 suppose that really there was always the possibility 
that something very much worse might have taken over. One reads of 
hitchhikers murdering or being murdered. But 
somehow I didn’t expect it, and maybe that ex- 
pectation was what protected me. I expected and 
felt 1 deserved a good break and that was what 
often happened. On one occasion an Irishman 
stopped while I was waiting a few miles south of 
Edinburgh. 

“Where are you going?” he called. 

“London,” I replied. 

“Get in optimist.” he said. 

That night he put me up at his home some- 
where near Lincoln and next morning took me 
back to the main road for the further stage of my journey south. He was a 
most wonderful conversationalist for the whole time we were together. A 
long-distance truck driver also once invited me to his home to mect his 
wife and family. And there were accidents sometimes, too. I was travel- 
ing in a truck one time when the front offside wheel (my side) came off 
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and bounced down the hill in front of us. “Don’t 
worry—don’t worry—it’s alright,” shouted the 
driver as we slowed to a halt in the midst of a 
shower of sparks from the axle grinding along 
the road. I really appreciated how his first 
thought had been for my fears. Another time I 
went north on the back of a truck carrying nine 
enormous high-explosive bombs. 

I suppose most people who have done much hitchhiking have had 
similar experiences but for me this in between time was always something 
quite different and quite special. 

A rather different case was the time in Edinburgh at the end of 1983 
and beginning of 1984 after I had lost my orchestra job and gone there to 
take a piano-tuning course. My musical morale was at rock bottom. I 
still practiced the horn but on my own and I desperately missed playing 
with other people. This time there were transits operating for 4 was con- 
Junct my natal © while \K was transiting my natal 4. Suddenly I went to 
the central library and inquired for details of all the amateur orchestras in 
the city. There were five, so I joined them all. Some were quite good. 
others were terrible, but it didn’t matter. I was playing again. As a result 
I gradually became known. I would be asked to play in this or that special 
concert, and | even got a few paid jobs. Gradually my morale and confi- 
dence returned. When I returned to New Zealand in 1985 for four months 
I was immediately engaged to play the single horn part in an opera in 
Auckland. If I hadn’t taken the opportunity 4 offered me through those 
transits in 1983-84, even though it looked like a step down, that would 
never have happened. I would have remained permanently in a no- 
confidence depression, 

That cxample is probably a fair approximation to a general rule of 
how operates in most people’s lives. You have to be alert to see an op- 
portunity and stretch out your hand at the right time to take it. Only I 
think it happens more often with most people than it has ever done with 
me. Asa rule in my experience ¥ is only there on the sidclines—ready to 
act if I opt out but never present in the mainstream of my life. I assume 
that this is becausc, although he is strong by Sign and well placed in the 
Vth House, he is almost without aspects in my chart. Essentially he is not 
integrated into it. I can only envy those people who do have him fully in- 
tegrated. But then—perhaps they take their good fortune for granted. At 
least with me, on the rare occasions when it happens, there is always 
something special about it. 
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UST WHAT does 4 do when he is strong and well integrated into a 
chart, with good aspects? 
For good measure, what does he do when he is prominent and in- 
tegrated but with inharmonious aspects? Obviously he doesn’t just 
suddenly become *% then and produce grinding poverty. But does he 
somehow frustrate himself through extravagance, indebtedness and waste 
of patrimony? 

And why and how is he associated with those IXth House subjects: 
law, philosophy and religion? You can’t get away from it—they are his 
special field. >, the Sign he shares with no other planet, is the natural 
Sign ruler of the IXth House. 

Really, just what is 4’s keynote? What is he essentially all about? 

I actually feel handicapped trying to write about him. He is the only 
one of all the planets with whom I do not feel I have something like direct, 
inside acquaintance. I feel I want to ask other people to tell me how they 
experience him. But that reminds me of one of the male characters in one 
of D. H. Lawrence’s novels, who asks one of the female characters, 
“What does it feel like to be a girl?” Naturally the answer he got was 
“OQh—just ordinary.” So I write as an external observer, commenting: 
‘When he’s quite ordinary in a chart, Jupiter appears to operate as fol- 
lows...” 

Let us begin by looking at what is probably the basic principle of the 
IXth House—the origin and development of our moral sense. Philosophy, 
the science of Ethics, and all the major world religions are erected upon 
the assumption that there already exists within us all something that they 
call a sense of conscience. It is their task to develop, refine and also ra- 
tionally explain or justify this sense. But how and why do we actually 
know that some things are right and others wrong—that decent girls and 
fellows do this and don’t do that, while cads don’t and do? 

Strangely enough, although the appearance of people like Plato, Aris- 
totle, St. Thomas Aquinas and Alfred North Whitehead, that is, people 
who think about our moral code, obviously has something special about it, 
the appearance of the moral sense itself isn’t special at all. There isn’t a 
society or culture on Earth that doesn’t have one. Moreover—and it is 
vital to realize this—development of the moral sense is one of those things 
like learning to stand upright and walk, and later on to talk, which follows 
and falls into a fairly precise time slot. So if } rules it, it looks as though 
\ is one of those planets like the ) and $ who are directly tied right into 
our essential developmental processes. 

Two researchers in particular stand out as having demonstrated une- 
quivocally the existence of observable stages in the universal development 
of the moral sense. 
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The first of these is Jean Piaget, a Swiss psychologist, biologist and 
specialist in the study of child development. 

Piaget showed that whereas very young children behave in egotistic, 
idiosyncratic ways, from about the fifth year a definite sense of morality 
that he called moral realism develops. The child then believes that rules 
are handed down by authorities such as parents and teachers and that they 
are fixed and absolute. Actions are judged by consequences rather than 
intentions. Thus a child who breaks ten plates by accidentally dropping a 
tray is guiltier than another who breaks only one intentionally or while 
trying to steal a cookie. 

At about age ten or cleven this first stage is succeeded by another 
Piaget called moral relativism. Here the idea that everyone has an equal 
right to justice comes to predominate. Intention is now relevant and blind 
obedience to authority is rejected. However, this stage develops out of 
and is built upon the first. No one achieves moral relativism without first 
passing through the stage of moral realism. 

Thirty years after Piaget first described these two stages, L. Kohlberg 
refined Piagct’s scheme by dividing cach of them into two and then adding 
two further higher ones. He admitted, however, that these two were not 
universally achieved. 

He preferred to call Piaget’s stage of moral realism the pre- 
conventional stage, and in the lower half of this Right and Wrong are ini- 
tially judged only by the consequences of actions, rules being obeyed to 
avoid punishment. In the higher stage, however, there is a simple doctrine 
of reciprocity. People should do what is fair. 

Piaget’s stage of moral relativism he renamed conventional morality 
and here the focus is on interpersonal relationships and social values. In 
the lower half the child emphasizes being a good person in his own eyes 
and the cyes of others. Conformity to the behavior of the majority is em- 
phasized. Nevertheless, intention is now of major importance. One seeks 
social approval by being good. 

In the higher stage mere conformity to majority rules gives way to 
some attempt to justify the order which is being supported and maintained. 

Kohlberg’s new higher stages he calls post conventional and princi- 
pled. In both of them principles are accepted because they are believed to 
be inherently right and not just because socicty considers them right. In 
the lower one a person willingly participates in the social order and in ef- 
fect makes a social contract with others to protect rights and liberties. In 
the higher stage there is a true rational moral perspective based on abso- 
lute principles of justice. 

Kohlberg believed that most adults exist in either the higher or lower 
stage of conventional morality. Only a tiny minority of the population

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reach his fifth stage and the sixth stage is a real rarity, probably reserved 
for people like Plato, Aristotle, etc. 

Both Piaget and Kohlberg stress that moral development depends upon 
the development of general cognitive abilitics. Morcover, in the normal 
individual, if is actually part and parcel of this general cognitive advance. 
However, occasionally individuals become fixated in an early stage of 
moral development, or even fail to develop any moral sense at all, and 
progress into adulthood in this condition. Intellectually and in other ways 
they may develop perfectly normally and even show evidence of high in- 
telligence, but they lack a truce social sense. They may then become 
pathological liars or even psychopathic criminals. Courts have great dif- 
ficulty deciding whether such people can be held criminally responsible 
for their actions or if they are simply criminally insane. 

Now if this whole process of moral stages emerging in an invariant se- 
quence, cach one evolving from and replacing its predecessor, is really 
ruled by 4, we shall have to realize that he is essentially part of us. He is 
not out there, just bringing us luck now and then in the same way that 
brings us problems and ){ changes. He is as much a part of us as is, 
ruling the development of our speech. 

Thus we may have to do a rethink about his stage of life. According to 
the seven-year system ¥ rules the period from the beginning of the 36th 
year till the end of the 42nd. Then »% takes over till the end of the 49th 
year—very belicvably, since right up till the turn of the 19th-20th Centu- 
ries the average normal expectation of life was between 50 and 51 years. 
During this century we have added another twenty years (more for 
women). The ¥ period is still the prime of life but now it is nearer the 
middle than the end of it. But in addition, as we have just now seen, he 
also seems to be operating during what Freudians call the latency period 
of childhood, teaching us basic morality between the ages of five and the 
onsct of puberty. 


OW IN MY two-part article on ¥" I drew attention to the strange 
fact that whereas in classical myth Jupiter-Zcus was the ruler of 
the Gods who gradually lost his primacy after the end of the Ho- 
meric Age, circa 1,000 BC, in Teutonic myth Wotan, who was Mercury- 
Hermes, filled that position till he too ultimately lost it®. It is possible that 
he was dethroned or demoted a little later than Jupiter-Zeus, though it is 
difficult to be sure since the exact date and origin of Teutonic myth is un- 
certain. In Scandinavia and parts of Germany the Norse tradition was still

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alive till 800 or 900 AD and some authorities believe it only began a cen- 
tury or two before the Christian cra. More probably, however, it has 
much older roots, contemporancous with classical myth, though it was not 
affected by Eastern and Christianizing influences till much later. What- 
ever the true position may be, we do know this one fact—in both tradi- 
tions there was at onc time a presiding deity and in both of them he gradu- 
ally lost his over-ruling authority. 

Why was this and why should it have been \ in the one case and $ in 
the other? 3 in particular is a strange choice since unlike 4, who is very 
prominent and easily seen from all countries for half of every year, ¥ can 
be difficult to spot, especially from far Northern latitudes. 

To understand the conundrum we need to understand that 3 and 4 are 
actually complementary. They work together. According to tradition, 
they have rulership over all the Mutable Signs, the Signs which facilitate 
change and makc it possible by ‘oiling the wheels’. Nowadays of course 
¥ has asserted or reasserted his claim to rule H and Hephaestos is proba- 
bly doing the same for Tf but the two mutables which remain, II and %, 
belong unequivocally to ¥ and 4, and they are opposite and complemen- 
tary. So are the Houses associated with them, the IIIrd and IXth. They 
correspond respectively to the Lower Mind and the Higher Mind. % rules 
the mind of language and everyday practical skills, and 4 the mind which 
grasps all-embracing religious and philosophical principles. Neither is 
complete without the other. 

Once we realize it we can sce them personified so clearly, one in the 
Teutonic myths, the other in the Classical. Wotan taught his children and 
devotees practical skills of husbandry, knowledge of plants, the fashioning 
of weapons and ability to find a way unerringly through the primeval for- 
ests. Zeus presided over law and religion from Mount Olympus.° Wotan 
lost his leadership when he attempted to build a realm like Olympus for 
himself in Valhalla with the aid of the giants Fafuer and Fasolt, using 
treasure stolen from the Rhine Maidens. A stunning sideways glimpse 
into the complicated story is unforgettably portrayed for us by Wagner in 
his operatic scries The Ring of the Nibelung, especially in the first and 
last operas of the series of four, Kheingold and Gotterdeimmerung’, where 
the real focus of attention is upon Wotan’s will, symbolized by his spear. 
Gétterdcimmerung was actually Wagner's initial germ idea for the series, 
for he, himsclf a Geminian and a student of Schopenhauer’s philosophical 
work The World as Will and Idea, was fascinated by the concept of a god 
who attempts to imposc his separate, individual will on the universe and to

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Tule it in objective consciousness — the very essence of what is all about. 
Subsequently he included the two operas The Valkyrie and Siegfried, 
dealing with the story of Siegfried, taken from the Volsung Saga, as num- 
bers 2 and 3 of the serics, but for Wagner himself Wotan was always the 
central tragic hero, with whom he identified. And the picture of him which 
gradually emerges as the story develops 
through the operatic series is one of com- 
plex Mercurial intrigue involving cnor- 
mous self-asscrtion but also bent or bro- 
ken laws, till eventually it culminates in 
final frustration. For Wotan himself ulti- 
mately has to submit to the outworking of 
higher ethical principles and acknowledge 
a power or principle in the universe 
greater than his own personal will. Zeus. 
in the other hand, loses out because the 
other gods gradually become insubordinate and too clever for him and this 
is inevitably reflected in the course of affairs among mortals on Earth. 
Lack of principle and respect for honesty and moral values progressively 
becomes more and more evident in the course of classical history, both in 
Greece and Rome and especially in the later Roman Empire. \ (the Ro- 
man version of Zcus) remained the chief official Roman God, and tri- 
umphing Roman generals were crowned with laurel wreath and symboli- 
cally identified with him, but as time went on it became more and more a 
totally outward charade comparable with modern military parades and 
march-pasts or formal, respectable, ceremonial openings of Parliament by 
titular sovercigns with no real power. Rome herself was invaded by a host 
of eastern religions. Worship of the Great Mother became the most 
popular religion among the populace at large while Mithraism, a Persian 
religion introduced to Rome in the time of the emperor Trajan in the early 
years of the I“ Century AD, celebrating a hero God who slew the divine 
bull from whose body sprung all the plants and animals beneficial to man, 
became the chicf religion of the legionarics. They carried it everywhere 
throughout the cmpire. Eventually the Piscean religion of Christianity 
took over and finally destroyed not only the old religion but the whole of 
classical civilization with it as the great libraries were burnt and Europe 
entered the Dark Ages* 


8 Myths of teacher gods have been documented among peoples all over the 
Earth and many are far older than the Teutonic and Classical ones. In ancient 
Egypt there were Osiris and Thoth, corresponding to 4 and 9, and in pre- 
Columbian America Viracocha in Peru and Quetzalcoatl in Mexico both taught 
agricultural and other techniques of civilization as well as a civilized way of 
life, outlawing war and human sacrifice. 
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Today the Born Again Christians and the Fundamentalist Moslems 
(ruled still by ¥, stiffencd with the fanaticism of B) are leading us once 
again in preciscly the same direction. 

Why does it happen? Why do ¥ and not stick together to bring back 
the Golden Age of peace, harmony and meaning in life? We know it must 
have existed at some time in the past because there are legends of it from 
all over the world. 

The answer scems to be that they gradually come to feel their opposi- 
tion complementary to be an affliction and pull apart. % begins to sneer at 
aristocratic pretensions and becomes the demagogue. His secular knowl- 
edge and learning, instead of being the mcans and route to deeper spiritual 
understanding of the world we live in, become ever more skeptical and 
materialistic in outlook and practice the more they develop till they end up 
as the ultimate cnd—a dead end—in themselves. 4 meanwhile becomes 
too aristocratic and medieval for words. He loses touch with ordinary 
humanity like a judge in his wig sitting in a railway carriage. Wisdom 
and spiritual guidance become irrelevancies lectured on in universities or 
preached in sermons nobody listens to. From time to time a Head of State 
will give a moralistic specch urging patriotism and self-sacrifice but eve- 
ryone knows it is only a hollow pretense put on for the occasion. Even 
executive heads of business corporations do it occasionally, especially if 
they have decided to donate some money to a worthy cause to give their 
firm an air of respectability and social responsibility. It makes them feel 
better about themselves and their business ethics while of course no one 
takes any notice so business can go on as usual. But a great big empty 
hole develops in the middle of the world we live in. It’s all noise and hus- 
tle and bustle with no meaning to it. Eventually people get sick of it, as 
well as of the mess the outer planets are making as they fight cach other 
for control in the vacuum $ and 4 have left open to them. Then the Born- 
Againers and Moslems move in and ultimately pull everything down. 

3 on his own is a slickster devoid of all 
moral values. He epitomizes our late 20th 
Century global civilization to a tee, re- 
specting no ethics but those of the market 
place and merciless big business, ‘legaliz- 
ing? pornography, preaching equality but 
practicing perpetual conning and onc- 
upmanship, making all the unscrupulous 
people ‘free’ so that they can exploit every- 
one else, talking. talking, talking on the ra- 
dio and TV without a shred of conviction or responsibility in all the words 
spouted forth. 
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Of course all the Uranian and Plutonian dictators, Martian military- 
coup gencrals and Saturnine police-state organizers take advantage of it 
all. We don’t live in a purcly Mercurial world. We do, however, live in 
one that is facilitated by him. It is vital to realize that none of these peo- 
ple could achieve what they do without him. \{ invents the radio but the 
slick voice that is broadcast by it is 3’s. ¥ writes up all the military 
propaganda hash and the glowing personal CV's of all the dictators. Eve- 
rything we know about anything and everything in the world we know be- 
cause ¥ has told it to us.

ND WHAT about 4? What is his corresponding place in the 
picture?

in % so \’s intuition of Holiness (Wholeness) is 
what binds us back to the One Spiritual Reality on 
a higher level or octave than simple undifferenti- 
ated Lunar participation in it. This is the real rea- 
son why is called the Greater Benefic—not just 
because of his ability to provide wealth and matcrial ease and good for- 
tune but because he is what links us back to Spirit. 

Human beings know about their participation in Divinity intuitively, 
but usually only in a confused, unclear way. It appears most clearly in an 
instinctive reverence they like to fecl for their rulers. In ancient times God 
Kings ruled all nations. The Egyptian Pharaohs were an institution of this 
type that lasted for over 3,000 years. Different dynasties succeeded each 
other during that time but the principle that was always recognized re- 
mained the same. The ruler was an incarnation of God. It was exactly the 
same in Mexico and Peru and right up almost to our own times the same 
idea was held in China and Japan. Their emperors were always revered as 
divine. In Japan the religion of Shintoism still persists to inculcate em- 
peror worship. It sccms to be a deeply rooted conviction in the human 
race that this is how things ought to be. Thus Augustus became the first 
recognized empcror of Rome simply as a general (imperator) but during 
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his reign he was hailed as divine and all succeeding Roman emperors 
automatically commanded divine worship. Secularization, which seems to 
us to be so natural and normal and inevitably true, is actually quite a late 
development. It goes against the instinctive devotional grain in quite a 
profound way as the cult of film and rock stars and even of football play- 
ers like O. J. Simpson stunningly demonstrates. The virtual worship in 
which Hitler, der Fiihrer (the leader), was held shows that the urge to 
show reverence to whoever succeeds in becoming notably prominent is 
still ingrained in humankind. Often there is a compulsive urge to touch 
the adored person, apparently in the hope of feeling some inflow of his or 
her numinous power into oneself by means of the contact. Film stars and 
rock stars frequently have to be protected by bodyguards to prevent them 
being physically injured in this way by adoring fans. 

But what has happened to 4 today in almost the whole of the contem- 
porary modern world? Apart from the film and rock stars there is no 
more sense of divinity immanent in human beings. It scems that all he can 
currently do is open doors and indicate opportunities. And the rooms to 
which he opens the doors and the goods they contain now belong to other 
planets. He has become a lackey! A doorkeeper! A footman who bows 
and scrapes! 

Is there somcone clse who has usurped his power and primacy? 

I believe there is, and exactly who it is may begin to appear when we 
look at a bit of history. 

When the Roman Empire finally began to collapse in the fifth century 
and the Franks conquered Roman Gaul (modern France), they set up a 
dynasty known as the Mcrovingians. At first these kings were powerful.” 
For a hundred ycars or more they were a force to be reckoned with. But 
then they began to employ officials known as Mayors of the Palace to run 
day to day affairs for them and these gradually came to usurp more and 
more of the real power. The Merovingians ultimately ended up as penni- 
less prisoners in their own castles with all the financial and military clout 
in the hands of the Mayors. And then finally the latter got a dispensation 
from the Pope to set aside the Merovingian hereditary ruler altogether and 
be recognized as a new dynasty, the Carolingians. Charlemagne, who 
briefly united most of the Western provinces of the old Roman Empire 
under his rule, was the first and greatest Carolingian emperor. 

The process of fragmentation continued, however. The Carolingians 
still sought religious—i.c., Papal—ratification for their hegemony but the 
various provinces progressively split away, Italy and Germany became a

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maze of independent city and ecclesiastical states. The King of England, 
Richard I, published an edict proclaiming himself Entier Empereur dans 
son Royaume’®. And finally in the 16° Century the supreme spiritual 
authority of the Papacy itself was challenged by Luther, Calvin and Zwin- 
gli with the coming of the Protestant Reformation. States rapidly became 
secular, sometimes acknowledging the Church as a department of state but 
not as an authority over the State. Henry VIII dissolved the monasteries 
in England and annexed their estates and finances, and this was a crucial 
development. He kept a lot of the money and land but he also divided a 
substantial portion of the rest among the members of a newly emerging 
class of financiers and entrepreneurs to whom he looked for support to 
prevent a counter attack by the Church as it sought to recover its property 
and influence. He didn’t realize what a Pandora’s Box he was opening. 
In the next century this class would bring down the monarchy itself and 
Charles I would lose his head to it. For the power of money is the power 
ruled, I believe, by a very definite planet who is the ruler of the Sign 8. In 
Considerations Volume X No. 2, April-June 1995, | have tried to identify 
it under the name of Minos. Those who dislike hypothetical planets may 
disregard this and attempt to find other astrological causes for the phe- 
nomenon, but whether or not they do this there is no doubt that the power 
of money, by whomsoever ruled, had slowly but surely been working its 
way into a position where it could sway things the way it wanted them to 
go ever since Rome fell and the new Europe began to take shape. 

During the Middle Ages the Roman Church and the Jews were the only 
big scale financiers. Kings allowed the Jews to soak up funds from their 
subjects by moncy lending and then squeezed them like a sponge to extract 
the moncy for their own exchequers. In this way they avoided the un- 
popularity they would have incurred by direct taxation. The Jews were 
conveniently situated for the purpose because they were widely if thinly 
dispersed over the whole of Christendom. But the Church too was ideally 
placed to act as financier and moneylender to monarchs everywhere. It 
collected its own taxes through its monastic and other branches every- 
where and evolved a sophisticated central banking system. By providing 
or withholding funds it could exercise a very appreciable influence upon 
the political policies and attitudes of the rulers of every city and kingdom 
in Europe. Its financiers even then were subtly learning their craft 
through the undiscovered and hidden influence. | believe, of Minos. To- 
day the Church no longer rules the world. It still exists but Mercurial- 
Uranian science has almost completely replaced it as the ruling religion 
and belicf system of the modern age. But along with science goes the in- 
fluence of moncy. It is money which has replaced 4 as the force com-

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manding adoration, submission and subscrvicnce in every household and 
every government cabinet and chancellery throughout not only Europe but 
the whole world today. \ is like a Merovingian king, powerless in his 
own palace, while Minos, his Mayor, rules the roost. 

I sometimes wonder whether } has not accepted the position and done 
a deal with Minos. He may be hoping to recover some at least of his pri- 
macy on the world scene in that way. Minos is still of course only a 
crypto-ruler. He hasn’t officially been discovered yet, despite reports that 
the Russian Astrophysical Laboratory in Kazakhstan spotted him as long 
ago as 1963. It can’t be long though before his existence is openly an- 
nounced. Money still isn’t officially the ruling influence in the world ei- 
ther yct but its presence and power is so obvious that everybody knows it 
is. Thus Minos has simply shown his signature before his actual sighting, 
just as X did with the Industrial Revolution fifty years before Herschel 
discovered him in 1781." 

What we think of when we think of 4 today is almost inextricably 
mixed up with money, i.c. with Minos.

The wreaths that the athlctes won were regarded as a fitting 
recognition of the god-like self-discipline that had been required to win 
them. But today sport is big busincss. Minos has totally taken it over. 
Most of it is professional, from boxing to football and soccer, to baseball 
and baskctball, to tennis, swimming and golf, and as a result the profes- 
sional betting industry thrives as well. Some individual nations are less 
fortunate. Mexico beggared itself building the largest stadium ever de- 
signed for the 1992 Olympics in Mexico City and has suffered economic 
crisis ever since. Today, in 1997, in South Africa hospital subsidies are 
cut and social security has virtually becn abolished but sport is liberally 
funded to boost national prestige. 

\ loves to preside because that has always been the position to which 
he is accustomed.

\. He is not truly the king for the king is the ©, although he did become 
king in Ancient Egypt, Mexico and Peru and also in quite recent China 
and Japan. More properly, however, he is all the hierarchy of dukes, 
lords, counts and other nobility who depend downwards from the king and 
uphold him. But in business he is the executive head and the chain of 
vice-presidents and all the other people in successively lower positions 
who depend downwards from them, all playing their part in supporting, 
ratifying and confirming the system as a whole. 


ARRACK-ROOM ballads, and all the noise made by people when 
they are in a jovial mood, are jovian. \ is essentially a surface 
planet, loud, back-slapping and often pompous. 

Nevertheless, as we have scen, he can open doors and provide oppor- 
tunities. He has access to means and connections. This is why an alliance 
with Minos is so natural to him now, and he is strong in Minos’ Sign & 
anyway. 

He is a planct of laughter but not necessarily of humor. His jokes are 
usually painfully obvious. One has to laugh in the right place, when he 
himself laughs uproariously, to avoid upsetting him. More subtle hu- 
mor—humor with a touch of pathos in it and a true sense of the ridicu- 
lous, the paradoxical and the strange reversal of obvious meanings which 
really characterizes everything in this world—comes from ¥.

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America but a guarantee of Freedom and Justice for all its citizens, who, 
at the time it was drafted, had just fought a war of independence to claim 
these very rights?'? Yes, 4 may secm a bit ‘thick’ sometimes, and it’s 
true there isn’t much psychological insight or cmpathy about him, but de- 
spite that his heart is in the right place. Don’t forget his link with learn- 
ing, either—it too is relevant here. He isn’t a psychologist, historian, sci- 
entist or anything clse himself—more of a priest—but he does appreciate 
that learning is a vital tool of freedom. Enslaving regimes always control 
and limit learning.'* As we have scen, the Roman Church produced the 
Dark Ages by destroying the books of all who opposed it, calling them 
heretics, and finally, under Gregory I, so-called ‘the Great’, burning the 
largest library of all the scientific, philosophical, historical and all other 
books of the ancient world. It was called the Ulpian and was originally 
founded by Trajan at Rome but enlarged by Julia Donna, the wife of Sep- 
timus Severus, 193-211 AD. She collected literature from all parts of the 
known world, including the works of Eratosthenes, Hipparchus (discov- 
erer of the precession of the equinoxes), Euclid. Dionysius the Areopagite, 
Aratus and Nicander. It’s downfall began in 510 when Justinian began to 
prune it of what he called “philosophical chaff.” Gregory destroyed it

All the books of those 
countries were gathered in a street square and publicly burnt, using the 
pretext that they consisted of nothing but idolatry and black magic. And 
we can also compare recent Communist attempts to modify language itself 
so as to make it impossible even to think heretical’ thoughts. 


HAT THEN of ¥ the pricst? If the established Church sub- 
verts freedom how can ¥ the pricst uphold it? 
We necd to look into this in detail. 

Firstly, he is not a poor priest. 

You should have known that by now from 
what I have written about his disliking poverty 
and not seeing the need for it. But I hear you 
saying, “What about all those poor pricsts and 
poor monks and nuns vowed to poverty and 
chastity?

Charity is the sphere of the 
XIIth House and the Sign 1, and ¥ is really the chicf ruler there. 

Poverty and \ are antithetical terms.'* 

But deeper fundamentals than just that alone are also involved here.

'S\ always [eels it is OK to spend. * is just the opposite. He is always careful.

I said after | wrote of my own }-ruled holiday experience, at the start 
of this article, that 4 expects you to ask him for what you want, and also 
to expect that you will receive it. And Jesus Himself told us precisely 
that, as recorded in Mark 1 1:23-24. 


For verily I say unto you, That whosoever shall say unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and be thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart but shall believe that these things which he 
saith shall come to pass; he shall have whatsoever he saith. 

Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, belicve that ye receive them, and ye shall have them. 


The type of religion that 4 stands for is Christianity, yes, but not nec- 
essarily Churchianity. Nor is it ¥- or B-ruled Born-Again bigotry. It is a 
deep sense of God’s free-making power immanent in the world we live in 
as well as in those truly entitled to rule in it who by so doing guarantee 
justice and freedom to those they rule. 

As I have said and as we all know, 4 is not the king. The © is the 
king. Nevertheless the concept of “the divinity that doth hedge a king” (to 
use Shakespcare’s phrase from Richard IH) is entirely jovian. It used to 
be deeply believed and asserted by all monarchs in England up until the 
time of James II (deposed in 1688) that there was a Divine Right of 
Kings—that the ultimate sanction of all power was not human at all but 
religious and divine. St. Paul sets forth the principle in full and explicitly 
in Romans 13: 1-5. 


Let every soul be subject unto the higher power. For there is no 
power but of God: the powers that be are ordained by God. 

Whosoever therefore resisteth the power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist shall reccive to themselves damnation. 

For rulers are not a terror to good works. but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power? Do that which is good, and thou 
shalt have praise of the same: 

For he is the minister of God to thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid: for he beareth not the sword in vain: for he 
is the minister of God, a revenger to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil. 

Wherefore ye must needs be subject. not only for wrath, but also 
for conscience sake. 


Note the insistent identification of the ruler with law throughout this 
passage. He is there by appointment from God, wiclding the power of 
God, to protect freedom and righteousness and to punish evil. 

The only pale shadow of Divine Right still existing in the world today 
is the hereditary succession still accepted as legitimate in royal families— 
and even that may be set aside whenever a parliament considers it expedi- 
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ent to do so. It did so in England in 1688 when it deposed the last Stuart 
king, James II, in favor of William of Orange and Mary, and it did so 
again in this century when Edward VIII was forced to abdicate in favor of 
his brother George VI. The excuse given then was that he wished to 
marry a divorced woman, Mrs. Simpson, which was contrary to rules laid 
down during the reigns of Henry VIII and Elizabeth I. These were now 
said to be conventions with the force of law, which were binding upon all 
British monarchs. In reality, however, all sorts of political machinations 
underlay the pressure to force him out. He was becoming too independent 
and too much like a real monarch. 

Today there are no true kings in the world—only constitutional mon- 
archs. Constitutional monarchs carry out some of the duties of presidents 
but have no actual powers of their own. They may open parliament occa- 
sionally and receive the allegiance of new Prime Ministers, for they are 
still somchow supposed to represent and personify the ruling authority in 
the states of which they are the titular heads. But real power resides else- 
where, and even as heads of state they are more and more frequently sup- 
planted by presidents. Where they are retained it is solely as traditional 
symbols. They open garden parties with pomp and ceremony and people 
cheer. It is a charade exploited by the real wiclders of power who find it 
wiser and more convenient to pretend they are still subjects and servants 
of the public weal. 

And not infrequently even presidents too, along with their last remain- 
ing shreds of reverence and respect, are dispensed with. Dictators arise 
nakedly wielding the military power of o” or B, or the power of the secret 
police of %, or the scientific-socialist power of \K, contemptuous of all 
further pretense. 

All of these people, from political presidents downward, base their 
power upon carthly sources. Parliaments are supposed to express the will 
of the people, manifested through debate. Citizen armies are the same 
will, armed and disciplined. Even the police are delegates of the people, 
charged to protect property and persons. And revolutionary Socialism 
and Communism are explicitly dedicated to enforce the dictatorship of the 
proletariat—i.e., of the common people and workers. There is admittedly 
a sort of idealism in this, sometimes expressed in the phrase Vox populi— 
vox dei,'® though it isn’t really taken very seriously and the people who 
emerge as proletarian dictators are for all practical purposes indistin- 
guishable from all other dictators. St. Paul’s concept of a spiritual sanc- 
tion underlying all power and authority has largely vanished or been ig- 
nored. Governments are run the way they are because of custom and ex- 
pediency and also because they serve the ends of a lot of competing forces 


'© The voice of the people is the voice of God. 
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in today’s world—forces such as lust for pure Martian power backed by 
force (evident in all the emergent governments in post-colonial Africa), or 
lust for Uranian scientific-materialistic power (evident in Communist re- 
gimes, nowadays apparently in retreat in the West but not in China), or 
lust for financial power (evident in all the capitalist countries of the West- 
ern World). Of these this last is at present the strongest of all, capable of 
enforcing its will throughout the whole of the rest of the world. It is of 
course the power of Minos. 

Its only real challenger at the moment is the fanatical extremist form of 
religious power manifested by the nations of the Islamic faith. These of 
course do not represent the free-making religious impulse of 4 but the 
tyrannical obscurantist form of religion that burnt the Classical libraries. 
It is under the rulership of ¥ and P in alliance. 

We have to face up to the sad fact that this is how things stand today. 


S IT POSSIBLE to meet up with the authentic 4, the natural aristo- 
crat, anywhere today? 
Some 25 years ago I remember a magazine article by a journalist 
who had done a scries of pieces on the houses of film, television and 
other socialite figures and had decided to visit some of the surviving titled 
people still living tucked away in out of the way country places in Britain. 
A few of them still somehow survived then despite the crippling taxes and 
death duties which had put an end to their class as a political entity in the 
nation as a whole. It was in a woman’s magazine, though it was written 
by a man, and my wife (as she then still was) drew my attention to it be- 
cause she said with some fury and disgust that she seemed to fit the mid- 
dle class bourgeois type of person described in it whereas | was the aristo- 
crat!!” 

The writer had become used to visiting houses full of beautiful furni- 
ture made in Sweden or Denmark or Italy, with chandeliers, wall hang- 
ings, and exquisite glass and crockery, all of which the owners had been 
inordinately proud to display to him. Such was the contemporary domain 
of the class that had learnt to walk in the corridors of power and influence 
in the modern world of Minos. To his astonishment therefore he found no 
such things in the house of an aristocrat. He was invited into a kind of 
hallway in which there was solid old furniture that was worn and battered 
and badly in need of re-covering. A drink was offered and he asked for 
whisky and soda. Instead of being served by a waiter bearing a tray with 
polished glasses and a soda-water siphon his host produced two glasses 
from somewhere or other and a half empty bottle of Scotch and then went

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to a cupboard from which he brought forth a plain bottle of soda water 
and removed the metal cap with a bottle opener. The journalist looked 
around for something to admire. Eventually he spotted some French 
chairs. “I like your chairs,” he said. Later he 
heard that the owner had said to an acquain- 
tance, “The bounder had the check to say he 
liked my chairs!” 

One thing he did note, however, was that 
the aristocrat seemed to be on much more 
relaxed and friendly terms with a large hunt- 
ing dog than he was with his visitor, or in- 
deed with any other human beings visible in 
the house. He sensed that his natural domain 
was out of doors, perhaps walking his 
grounds with a gun, or even hunting. He had a natural affinity with a kind 
of grounded livingness—not with violence. T. nor even superior asser-

YOUNG WOMAN was missing and there was much news- 
paper and television coverage about it, She had been married 
only a month before, and she was employed by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation.

This clear description in the chart shows that the As- 
cendant should be used to signify the querent(s), despite Lilly’s instruc- 
tion that when a question is asked about whether an absent one is dead or 
alive in a general way, and when that person has no relation to the quer- 
ent, the Ascendant, its lord, and the ) represent the absent person.” If, in 
this case, the Ascendant, the querent had not so clearly described us, but 
had shown the absent one more obviously, I would have used it for the 
quesited. If you can see the picture in a chart you will know which way 
to judge it. 

Because of the nature of the question I accepted », ruler of the sev- 
enth, retrograde and void, not as an indication that the astrologer’s judg- 
ment would be poor, because the judgment concerns the seventh house, 
the other: Ann Lock.

The ) at 7° } translates the light from * to the © in 
2°; her body was shown to him in two months. 

% in * tells us she will be found on higher ground than the surround- 
ings, and the ® in 8 indicates farmland. with bushes and trees not far off. 

The Part of Death ascends, and undoubtedly the evidence of the chart 
inclines to show death. 

The villain, 0’, lurks in ambush on her twelfth cusp. 

¢& in @ describes him as thin, dark, with a small head and dark hair. o* 
is in 22° @ and, as Dennis Elwell will tell you, that is a degree area 
prevalent in the charts of murderers. (Dennis has quite a collection of 
murderer’s nativities showing this, and I remember in the sixties John 
Addcy pointed it out in connection with the Tow Path murders.) It is the 
antiscian degree of Antares, connected with violent death. Apparently 
even good people whose charts have this arca stressed find difficulty in 
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realizing their fellow human beings are people and tend to regard them as 
things. 

When Lilly was asked if a brother was dead, he considered both the 
eighth of the turned chart and the cighth of the radical chart.’ It is, there- 
fore, a more complicated matter to judge a turned chart than an unturned 
one.

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HE OLD ASTROLOGY 

Why could the astrologer of the 17" century predict in a way seldom 

seen today? Or could they? How many students of our present gen- 

cration belicve those predictions? | don’t think many astrologers now 

even believe in that old astrology. I have even heard it said that our 
consciousness has shifted so that what was possible then isn’t possible now. 

When I say predict I mean clear unambiguous answers to questions such as 
“Who will win the battle?” or “Where is the lost linen of the slave girl?” 

I contend that they could, and did, predict in that way because they had the 
information, the residue of centuries of deep thought and study. It was a subject 
that had engrossed the minds of great men since days long before Pythagoras — 
to penetrate the meaning of our life on carth, to understand our relationship with 
the rest of the universe, to calculate time from the luminaries, and observe the 
connection between events on carth and the movement of heavenly bodies. 

Then came the Age of Reason. Nothing was true unless it could be proved. 
Old books in Latin were ignored. The Age of Science Ied us materially forward, 
and our maxim changed to ‘Nothing is true unless it is financially profitable.’ 

However the old wisdom is still there if you would care to study and re- 
search it. As far as the astrological information is concerned the best place to 
start digging is the Qualifying Horary Diploma course. I say this because I have 
spent thirty or forty years digging. and I have found the greatest help from the 
870-page volume Christian Astrology, published in 1647, by William Lilly, 
which is a compilation of the information from over 300 ancient authors. It is of 
particular help because Lilly shows us his charts and explains how to follow 
them. The language isn’t easy because he wrote over 300 years ago, so I wrote 
my own book Horary Astrology Rediscovered very simply to help students un- 
derstand Lilly, and devised a structured course to study the old astrology. Read- 
ing includes Manilius and Ptolemy and other centuries-old books. Gradually as 
we see what they were talking about, we Icarn to apply their information to cur- 
rent problems and find a new dimension to our understanding. 

The Course started in 1984 and is world wide now. Hideaki Kokubu teaches 
it in Tokyo and John Frawley does so in London, and there are others who teach 
it including myself. Some of my former students have adapted it and teach their 
own versions. However, I have been told that one difference between the origi- 
nal QHP course and others is that we ensure every student understands each 
lesson by insisting that corrections be done before carrying on. Most people take 
about two years to complete the course but some clever ones have achieved it in 
six months. :

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Seven Books Considered 


Edgar Cayce’s Astrological Revelations by John Willner. Published by 
St. Martin’s Paperbacks. 1996. Paper, 294 pages. $6.99. 

The clairvoyant Edgar Cayce responded to many different types of 
questions put to him while he was in a trance state. Many of his responses 
on medical and other matters were found to be accurate: most patients 
who followed his advice were successfully cured. Astrology was among 
the many subjects Cayce was questioned on. 

In this book John Willner, a highly competent astrologer whose writ- 
ings have frequently appeared in this magazine, provides full details of 
each Cayce ‘reading’ that involved astrology and allied matters. Willner 
discusses each of these in some detail, explaining how they relate to cur- 
rent astrological knowledge and practice. According to Cayce’s responses 
when in these states of altered consciousness. astrologers in the 1920’s 
were making serious mistakes, one failing being lack of consistency. This 
same situation, Willner suggests, still exists today. 

Among the several subject groupings in this stimulating book, I was 
particularly fascinated by Cayce’s statements concerning reincarnation, 
karma, fate and free will, and where the imprint of the birth horoscope is 
‘stored’ after birth. Although this last item is not frequently mentioned in 
our literature, it is of course one of major practical importance. 

Whether one accepts the premise that Cayce had access to Akashic re- 
cords, to the Universal Mind, or not, his trance responses are fascinating 
and the study of them makes for fascinating reading. Mr. Willner must be 
congratulated for the fine job he has done in classifying and expounding 
on these, The commentaries greatly add to the reader’s comprehension and 
enjoyment of this book. Strongly recommended. 


Astrology in Action by John St. Clair. Tempe. Puiblished by American 
Federation of Astrologers, 1997. Ring-bound. 121 pages. 

This is an unusual book on several counts. 

What we see ain’t always what we get. Despite its trashy cover, poor 
illustrations, and general appearance of being a 1960’s failed attempt at 
self-publication, this ugly, poorly edited book is a very worthwhile intro- 
duction to natal astrology. I heartily recommend it to all students and 
teachers. 

‘John St. Clair’ is not the name by which many astrologers know this 
author. For unexplained reasons he/she uses a pseudonym. No matter; the 
writer’s extensive knowledge, practical ways and common sense show 
through the disguise. 
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Descriptions of astrology’s key factors, the houses, signs, aspects, lu- 
nar cycle, etc. are clear and basic. The explanation of each decanate, and 
how to use its meaning when interpreting a chart, an item frequently 
missing from most current texts, is particularly well done. The book cul- 
minates with an eminently useful step-by-step outline of just how to go 
about interpreting a horoscope, with clear examples. This final section 
should be required reading for any astrological teacher. 


Brady’s Book of Fixed Stars by Bernadette Brady. Published by Samuel 
Weiser. Hardcover: 480 pages. $40.00. 

A badly needed, excellently accomplished description of 176 fixed 
stars, their myths, parans, meaning with planets and when angular, and 
their use in natal and mundane astrology. 

I fully expect to use this book as a constant reference for the remainder 
of my life. It is just about all one could possibly wish for. 

If you currently use fixed stars in your astrological work, you will be 
thrilled with this. If you don’t, maybe the information Bernadette provides 
here will persuade you to investigate this very important area.

A Practical Guide to Traditional Astrology by Joseph Crane. Published 
by Arhat Publications of Orleans, Mass, 1997. Paper, 110 pages. 

This is a well-written summary of and introduction to the methods of 
early astrology that have gained renewed attention due to the recent 
translation work of Rob Hand, Bob Zoller and Robert Schmidt. While 
much, though certainly not all, contained here is regular fare for practic- 
ing horary astrologers (those of the Lilly school that is), readers who have 
concentrated only on natal or mundane astrology (the vast majority I sus- 
pect) will find Crane’s clear explanations are well worth studying. 

Combine this booklet with Neugenbauer’s Greek Horoscopes or even 
Lilly’s Christian Astrology and one’s whole view of how to astrologize is 
likely to radically change overnight. 

In varying states of health and public acceptance, astrology has been 
around now for many millennia. Today's psychological trend, while obvi- 
ously containing much of great value. has departed in many important 
ways from the initial process with which astrology had its long-ago begin- 
nings. Studying the past does not mean rejection of the present_only a 
fool would advocate anything of that nature—but knowledge of how mat- 
ters were originally handled can only add immeasurably to any astrolo- 
ger’s expertise. Joseph Crane’s A Practical Guide to Traditional Astrol- 
ogy provides a very readable setting point to this whole exciting area. 
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Horary Astrology Plain & Simple by Anthony Louis. Published by 
Llewellyn Publications, 1998. Paper, 299 pages. $19.95. 

This represents a substantial revision of the author’s 1991 book Ho- 
rary Astrology. So far as I can sec all example charts in the previous book 
are repeated, along with their interpretations, as is the preface and much 
else, but a substantial number of new horaries have been added, and many 
of the explanations of horary rules have been revised. In general this is a 
far better book than the original, which was flawed by erratic organiza- 
tion. The weird juxtaposition of subject matter in the original appears to 
be thankfully under control in this welcome revision. 

Louis writes well, he has a good grasp of his subject, and he explains 
the technical features of horary in a clear, casily understandable style. 
There are ample examples. The revised book provides an excellent and 
comprehensive introduction to horary. It is highly recommended. 


The Hades Moon by Judy Hall. Published by Samuel Weiser, 1998. Pa- 
per, 316 pages. $19.95. 

This book contains everything one cvcr wanted to know_and much 
else besides—concerning P in aspect to the ). When these two astrologi- 
cal extremes are in aspect there can be a devouring moon, a rejecting 
moon, a raging moon, a karmic moon, a cathartic moon, a sacred moon, a 
medial moon, or a ramascent moon—all of which, Judy tells us, are mani- 
festations of the Hades Moon. There are emotional extremes: alienation, 
abandonment, rejection. Which is which doesn’t entirely depend on the 
nature of the actual aspect the ) has with P, but there must be one. It all 
seems to be an astrological application of Erich Neumann’s The Great 
Mother (Bollingen, 1955) though no reference to this source (there is one 
to another of Neumann’s works) appears in the extensive bibliography. 

Despite initial misgivings that this all scems to be an excessive con- 
centration on the aspects between these two bodics—but then Liz Greene 
has written perhaps even more on only one of them—I found much here 
that is thought-provoking and insightful. Judy always writes well and in 
explaining her many example horoscopes she tells many fascinating tales. 
I thoroughly enjoyed reading this book and came away from it with a 
deeper appreciation of the skill of this fine astrologer together with a much 
better understanding of how an aspect from E can drastically alter how 
one should interpret the ) within a natal horoscope. Readers not put off by 
the author’s bias towards karmic astrology will find much that is valuable 
in this book. 
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The Canadian Astrology Collection compiled by John McKay- 
Clements. Published by Canadian Astrology Press, 48 Empire Avenue, 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada M4M 2L4, 1998. Paper, 300 pages. $29.99 
CDN. 

This very welcome collection contains the timed birth data of 750 
prominent Canadians organized by category (arts by type, astrology, pub- 
lic life, science, sports, crime, etc.), with 110 illustrated chart wheels. 
There is an extensive introduction which includes the story of Canadian 
astrology as told by Brian Clark, Ken Gillman, Axel Harvey, Wynne Jor- 
dan, Shelagh Kendal, Chris McRae, Joanne Scarth, Erin Sullivan, Donna 
van Toen and Gary Zylan. 

As Lois Rodden comments, “A book of good data is always a treasure, 
not only to the data collector, but to the whole astrological community. 
John McKay-Clements has lived up to our highest hopes by assembling 
The Canadian Astrology Collection from data that are fastidiously docu-

Isaac Starkman writes: 

I wish to respond to Jack Nicholls’ 
article “A Rectification Aid” that ap- 
peared in Considerations XII: 1. 

Looking at the list of aspects Dr. 
Nicholls gave for eleven events in the 
life of Prince Charles, it seems that he 
has forgotten to consider the symbol- 
ism of the planets and house cusps 
involved. BO MC for a marriage? In 
my experience of over 120 rectifica- 
tions (involving over 3,000 events) 
and Alexander Marr’s 250 rectifica- 
tions, we never found such a negative 
aspect for such a happy event. On the 
contrary, this is an aspect that fre- 
quently occurs when a marriage is 
being dissolved. For the birth of a 
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brother. Jack correlates the event with 
20 12" and P = 12", while by true 
symbolism these could signify a death 
in the family. 4 4 MC for a success- 
ful tour? Never! Even with harmoni- 
ous aspects, malefics bring only trou- 
ble and disaster. At best, this aspect 
could indicate a retirement after many 
years. Such a fortunate aspect as 2 * 
ASC could never be associated with a 
severe illness, and so on... 

With such a free use of sym- 
bolism it is no wonder that Jack 
found aspects with small orbs for a 
time so close to the recorded birth 
time or to the time that was given 
by the mother, biographer, etc. for 
all of his 35 examples (excluding 
the last five examples that were 
obviously rectified). According to his 
reclifications, the average deviation 
was 47 seconds. and never above 2’ 
20”. Every beginner in rectification 
knows that in most cases the differ- 
ence is much greater. According to 
my experience and Mart’s results, the 
average deviation is around 20 min- 
utes before the recorded birth time. 
Only in a very few cases is the recti- 
fied time close to the recorded time. 

In my opinion, Table 1 on pages 
32-33 of his article only shows the 
lack of credibility of his system of 
rectification and Table 2, pages 35-36, 
gives the impression that the aspects 
he lists are purely coincidental. 

In his article “How exact must we 
be?” in Considerations H:1, Alexan- 
der Marr demonstrated by simple 
probability calculations that for al- 
most every event, at least one aspect 
with an admissible orb of 5° will oc- 
cur due to chance alone (he didn’t 
even consider the EP and VX that Dr. 
Nicholls includes). Thus, a mere ac- 
cumulation of aspects is meaningless. 
Matching correct symbolism is the 
first rule in rectification. 

Experienced astrologers know that 


the accumulation of major aspects, 
especially directions involving the 
angles and house cusps, with small 
orbs and _ satisfactory, unchanging 
symbolism is never a mere matter of 
chance. —Tel Aviv, Isracl 


Jack Nicholls responds: 

Isaac Starkman has taken excep- 
tion to my article "A Rectification 
Aid" using Primary Progressions, and 
based on the work of Clay Reed. 

Isaac and his colleague Alexander 
Marr use Topocentric Primarics as the 
basis for rectification of the birth time. 
Some of the results from this system 
are hard to swallow, e.g., that for 
Queen Elizabeth II, which is 27 min- 
utes carlier than the Official time. 
Marr's time for Richard Nixon is 24 
minutes before that given by the at- 
tending nurse, and his time for Sig- 
mund Freud is some earlier than that 
given by the father, who timed the 
birth from an adjacent room. Isaac 
actually accepts this state of affairs, 
and quotes the ubiquitous "rectified 
time" averaging 20 minutes before the 
birth time as normal. Ross Harvey 
points out that Marr's rectifications 
only work with his own techniques, 
and he has declined to participate in 
rectification tests. Furthermore as far 
as I know no onc has been successful 
in such tests using this method. 
Against this background I take excep- 
tion to Isaac's statement that my re- 
sults for 40 subjects with an average 
difference between rectified and re- 
corded time of 47 seconds were unac- 
ceptable. Furthermore, for 10 of these, 
viz., 4, 9, 15, 17-19 and 36-39, I feel 
particularly confident about the given 
times, and the average differences for 
this set is 14 seconds. 

After reading the penultimate 
paragraph of Isaac's Ietter I looked at 
his article on "The Assassination of 
Yitzhak Rabin", and also referred to 
Marr's book Directions and the Art of 
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Rectification. 1 was surprised to verify 
that they do not consider the VX and 
EP worth considering despite a wealth 
of published material that supports the 
merit of these important sensitive 
points. 

Isaac has also criticized the list of 
aspects for 11 events in the life of 
Prince Charles. In order to give a 
more impartial reply I asked two 
compctent astrologers for their views 
of the Table. Both thought that the 
results were acceptable and certainly 
not open to the criticism heaped on 
them by Isaac. It should be noted that 
with any event, aspects form but may 
not be applicable to the particular 
happening. but are there, simply be- 
cause of the nature of the Radix. Fur- 
thermore. one should not expect as- 
pects for every major event in a sub- 


ject's life, and the subject need not 


necessarily respond immediately to an 
aspect, but response may occur later 
in life. So much depends also on the 
way a subject fecls about a particular 
event and this reaction may not be 
revealed. Astrology does not give 
simple answers. 

It would scem that Isaac has not 
considered these points. His principle 
complaint is that I use squares of 
moving points to Pluto for favorable 
events. and he says that these must 
always be negative. This reveals that 
he has committed a fundamental error 
in failing to consider the chart in 
question. One of the principle features 
of Prince Charles's chart is a close 
sextile between P and @ so that when 
one planet is activated by a moving 
point. so will the other. In other 
words. when the moving MC or cusp 
comes to a square of P, the result will 
be the same as in a chart which lacked 
the aspect to : here the effect is to 
activate the ¢ * B. What could be 
more appropriate for marriage in par- 
ticular than a 9-E contact?

Tam not infallible and could casily 
have made mistakes with some of the 
40 rectifications but hopefully not too 
many. Constructive criticism designed 
to point out these errors would have 
been well received.

Isaac Starkman writes: 

Yes, I do sometimes make mistakes, 
but unlike some astrologers, I do not 
hesitate to admit and to distribute 
what I think is correct. 

I can understand Nelson Page who 
made a mistake in 1964 with the 
Queen’s chart. It seems that Alexan- 
der Marr and I fell prey to the same 
error: admiring the previous astrolo- 
ger to such an extend that, rather than 
trying to disprove the rectification, we 
only tried to force the aspects onto it. 
The fact that there is not even one 
proper primary aspect in the dual test 
for her marriage (such a case is im- 
possible, I would add) in the Marr 
version should have flashed a red 
light. Using 22 events and searching 
between 1 and 2 am. with orbs 
5.6’/10.8°, the time 1:38:39 UT is the 
second peak, while 01.13.44 is the 
third peak with low A and B. So Jack 
was correct in insisting that 01.40 is 
the correct approximately time. How- 
ever, this does not mean that I agree 
with his methods. Not a bit. I am pre- 
paring now an article on her chart, 
hoping the readers are not too tired to 
read another analysis of her chart.
